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E WAS IN September, 1814. England 
and the United States were at war. 
A powerful British fleet carrying thou- 
sands of soldiers, many of them not 
Englishmen but the riffraff of Euro- 

armies, reached Chesapeake Bay 
or the purpose of destroying Ameri- 
can privateers. The British also wanted 
to use the Bay as a base from which a 
big military force could advance north- 
ward. 

At the same time an army from Can- 
ada was to force its way southward 
through the Valley of the Hudson, the 
plan being to split the Country in two 
along the line of the Hudson, the Dele- 
ware, and the Chesapeake. In other 
words, the United States was to be in- 
vaded and subjugated. 

Five thousand British _ red-coats 
landed at a point on the Patuxent 
River, a tributary of Chesapeake Bay 
some twenty miles from Washington 
and advanced on the city. After forcing 
President Madison, his Cabinet and 
other officials to flee, they burned the 
Capitol building and the White House, 
ransacked other public buildings, re- 
turned to their ships and sailed for 
Baltimore, the next point of attack. 
British troops landed at North Point, a 
few miles from Baltimore. The fleet 
continued on and formed for action off 
Fort McHenry, standing like a forbid- 
ding sentinel at the gates of Baltimore, 
proclaiming “They shall not pass!” 

When informed that nearly all the 


troops defending Baltimore were of the 
milita, General Ross, commander of 
the British land forces, flushed with the 
victory of Washington boastfully said: 
“I will take Baltimore if it rains mili- 
tia.” When asked at breakfast the morn- 
ing of September 13th, whether supper 
should be prepared for him at the same 
place, he vauntingly answered: “I will 
have supper in Baltimore or in hell.” 
At another time he remarked: “I will 
make my winter headquarters in Balti- 
more and subjugate the whole coast.” 


General Ross was killed the same 
day and the British advance on Balti- 
more checked. The invaders retreated 


before dark to North Point. 


A few hours after the land attack 
had begun, the fleet started bombard- 
ing Fort McHenry, every one of the 
enemy’s sixteen ships concentrating its 
fire on the low fortification from whose 
flagpole was flying the Star Spangled 
Banner. 


HOW THE SONG WAS WRITTEN 


The battle is on. The fighting is fur- 
ious. Shot and shell are raining on the 
little Fort and its brave defenders. 


One of our guns is shot off its car- 
riage. Several men are gathered to put 
it up again. The enemy’s ships draw 
nearer to fire on the crowd, but our 
men rake them so fiercely that they 
promptly withdraw. And three lusty 
cheers ring out from the little group 





above whose heads the Star Spangled 
Banner is waving. 

Being detained on a small British 
vessel, the Minden, is a lawyer of 
Georgetown, a _ high-minded patriot, 
Francis Scott Key, who only a few days 
earlier had seen the Capitol of his 
Country pillaged. 


As an official envoy he had gone to 
see the British Admiral when the fleet 
was in the Patuxent River, regarding 
the release of an aged American doc- 
tor, an intimate friend who was being 
held prisoner. Fearing that he might 
reveal information about the plans that 
were being made to advance on Balti- 
more, Mr. Key was held with the Brit- 
ish fleet until after the bombardment. 
Day is gone. Night is come. Cannons 
are still roaring. Shells are shrieking — 


And the rockets’ red glare, the bombs 
bursting in air, 

Give proof through the night that our 
Flag is still there! 


Exasperated at the stubborn resist- 
ance of the Americans, the British de- 
cide to close in and under cover of 
darkness to land several hundred picked 
men for the purpose of attacking the 
garrison from the rear. But as the 
small boats are attempting to steal past 
the fortifications, they are discovered, 
and a galling fire drives them in con- 
fusion back to their ships. 


It is now midnight. There is a lull

SEMMELWEIS 








N THIS BROADCAST I shall draw 

an analogy between the medical 
careers of Harry M. Hoxsey and Ignaz 
Philipp Semmelweis. A little research 
will show a similarity in their lives, 
experiences, service to mankind and 
persecution endured at the hands of 
organized medicine. 

Semmelweis was driven to despair, 
distraction and death. It remains to be 
seen if Hoxsey will be able to perma- 
nently resist pressures equally severe.

The Semmelweis story will be found 
in the book, “The Cry and the Cove- 
nant,” by Morton Thompson. It shows 
how one of the greatest medical minds 
the world has ever known, was merci- 
lessly tortured by the existing health 
dictatorship. He was fought by men of 
the Fishbein, Larrick and Cameron 
type every step of the way. His enemies 
hounded him to suicide at the age of 
forty-seven (1818 to 1865). 

Harvey, Lister, Pasteur and many 
others have been tortured in the same 
stocks. Now it’s Hoxsey ... encounter- 
ing prejudice, hate, greed and profes- 
sional jealousy because he is curing 
cancer, which the big brass of the medi- 
cal profession says cannot be cured! 





CHILDBED FEVER 


Ignaz Philipp Semmelweis is now 
recognized as the outstanding medical 
genius of the generation in which he 
lived. But turning back to the 1860’s 
we find him condemned and ostracized 
by the leaders of his profession. It 
seems that men who become instru- 
ments in the hands of a beneficent Pro- 
vidence for the relief of pain and suf- 
fering, must themselves learn to suffer. 


The Hoxsey treatment has been used 
to cure thousands of cancer cases, both 
internal and external, but despite this 
fact, Dr. Hoxsey is the most maligned 
medical man of his age. He is, how- 
ever, in good company! Pray God that 
the opposition will not be able to break 
him down. 


The stakes are higher today than in 
the days of Semmelweis, for the reason 
that forty million Americans, one out 
of every four, are now carrying cancer 
in their flesh. No greater tragedy could 
be visited upon modern civilization 
than for the Hoxsey treatment to be 
destroyed. 


During the days when Semmelweis 
was practicing medicine in Austria, 
women all over Europe were dying by 
the thousands in childbirth. The plague 
responsible for this awful toll of life 
was called “childbed fever.” The doctor 
was regarded as a brilliant young man, 
a coming leader in medicine. After 
completing his training with honors, 
he was given an important position — 
that of first assistant to Dr. John Klein, 





head of Lying-In Hospital at Vienna. 
Klein seems to qualify as the Morris 
Fishbein of that generation, a man of 
almost unlimited power in medical 
circles. 

Semmelweis heard daily the shrieks 
of pain, the terrifying screams of 
women in their dying agonies, giving 
birth to babies, murdered by the ignor- 
ance and stupidity of their doctors. 
His crime was that he discovered the 
cause of childbed fever and worked 
out a simple remedy which conflicted 
with the accepted views of the profes- 
sion. 


SEMMELWEIS REBUKED 


Morton Thompson says: “Suddenly 
Semmelweis overflowed with horror. 
Five more women died during the 
night. Eleven more reported striken. 
He stared at the ward, the women, the 
doomed. Young flesh and old flesh. 
Death after death. 

“Shivering, he saw the women crawl 
to him, begging to have their babies 
in the gutter. The smell of the wards 
rushed upon him with all their odors 
of unchanged beds, blood and _pus- 
stained linen, the open sewers, and of 
women humbly rotting within their 
own flesh. Of a sudden it was too 
much. He could stand no more. White 
and trembling, he stumbled to the office 
of Director Klein.” 

What was Klein’s response? He 
turned savagely upon the young doctor 
and told him, in so many words, to 
mind his own business. Who was he 
that he should dare issue a protest 
against the policies of his superiors? 
He was told to take orders, follow the 
system, and do as told. 


No matter that women were dying 
by the thousands! No matter that Sem- 
melweis had discovered the cause and 
had a remedy! He was not a recog- 
nized authority and must therefore be 
chastened, silenced, humiliated and put 
in his place. 

METHODS OF RESEARCH 

Semmelweis was young, vigorous 
and enthusiastic. When Klein silenced 


him, he said under his breath: “I know 
I am right. I will not stop. I will never 
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stop.” He was determined to bring re- 
lief to the mothers of Europe. Had he 
known what awaited him, it is doubt- 
ful that he would have continued the 
crusade. 

Months were devoted to painstaking 
study, assembling his facts with metic- 
ulous care, buttressing the fundamental 
discovery which had seemingly come 
to him intuitively. 

The Lying-In Hospital of Vienna was 
divided into three divisions. The first 
two were open to the general public, 
while the third was used only by the 
rich. Semmelweis had access to the rec- 
ords of the First and Second divisions. 
He soon discovered that women over- 
taken by childbirth in the streets or on 
countrysides, fared better than those 
who reached the hospital. 


He wanted to know Why? 


It was also learned that during a 
six year period, three times as many 
women died in the First Division than 
the adjoining Second Division. Why? 
They were under the same roof. They 
were only a few feet apart. Their ar- 
rangements were exactly the same. 
They shared the same reception room, 
Why did three times as many die in 
one section as the other? 


By a reasoning process, whereby a 
number of possible causes of childbed 
fever were eliminated, Semmelweis nar- 
rowed the problem down to one propo- 
sition. 

“A new light blinded him,” says 
Thompson. “Now also the riddle of the 
clinics was solved. The First Clinic had 
a higher death rate than the Second 
Clinic because in the Second Clinic 
there were only midwives. And mid- 
wives did not do dissections. Ignaz 
Philipp Semmelweis had discovered the 
cause of puerperal fever.” 


In other words, physicians and stu- 
dents dissected human bodies in the 
First Division. Poisons were carried 
on their hands and instruments into 
the nearby delivery rooms. Semmelweis 
saw a doctor cut himself dissecting a 
corpse. A post mortem convinced him 
that his friend had died of childbed 
fever. 

We read: “He felt his fingers wet 
with the pus and the fluids of putre- 
faction. He saw those hands, partly 
wiped, entering the bodies of living 
women. The contagion passed from his 
fingers to the living tissues, to wound- 
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ed tissues. He saw the women fever. 
He heard them scream. He saw them 
die.” 

Wash your hands before delivering a 
baby, shouted Semmelweis! 


The germ theory was then unknown. 
Students resented being told to wash 
their hands and regarded the admon- 
ition as a personal insult. Doctors, too 
proud to accept instruction from a 
source unapproved by official edict, 
smiled and went on their way. The 
medical world nicknamed Semmelweis 
the “Fool of Pesth.” 


YEARS OF HARASSMENT 


Organized medicine struck Semmel- 
weis with every conceivable type of 
weapon. He was smeared in reputable 
medical journals. Outstanding leaders 
like Virchow loaned their signatures to 
the calumny. His name was stricken 
from the membership rolls of scientific 
organizations. False rumors were 
spread about his personal life and 
habits. Forgeries were committed. 


He was dismissed from the Vienna 
hospital staff. A boycott caused every 
application filed with other institutions 
to be rejected. This reduced him to 
poverty. Close friends were afraid to 
be seen in his presence. 

In the background stood Klein (like 
Larrick and Fishbein harassing Hox- 
sey), keeping things organized against 
him. At last, completely crushed, Sem- 
melweis begged audience with Klein 
and grovelled at his feet. He plead for 
relief from the harassment that was 
crushing both his body and spirit. 


“I beg humbly said Semmel- 
weis, only to be interrupted by Klein: 
“I am a very busy man. We are all 
busy here. Perhaps some day, when 
we are not busy, but then we are al- 
ways busy.” 

“Good day, Doctor,” said Klein. 


Author Thompson says: “Ignaz Phil- 
ipp smiled mechanically, choking 
down his rage, fighting the blinding 
tempest of anger that flashed and rock- 
eted in him. The moment passed. He 
breathed deeply. He shuddered.” 


SOMETHING SNAPPED 


Semmelweis returned to his native 
Hungary. There he secured a position 
with a second rate institution known 
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as the Pesth General Hospital. He work- 
ed day and night and completely elim- 
inated childbed mortality. 

But still the enemies kept after him. 
They dogged his steps. They gave him 
no peace. They denied him the oppor- 
tunity of being heard. Medical publi- 
cations unanimously denounced him. 


Then came a tragic afternoon in 
August 1865. Semmelweis had visited 
a printer a few hours earlier and ar- 
ranged for the printing of a quantity 
of circulars. Taking a huge bundle in 
his arms, he ran down the streets of 
Budapest, forcing them into the hands 
of pedestrians: 

“Young men and women! You are 
in mortal danger!” they read. “The 
peril of childbed fever menaces your 
life! Beware of doctors, for they will 
kill you! Remember! When you enter 
labor unless everything that touches 
you is washed with soap and water and 
then chlorine solution, you will die 
and your child with you! Your 
friend, Ignaz Philipp Semmelweis.” 


Something snapped. Semmelweis 
dashed back to the hospital, rushed in- 
to the dissecting room, cut his fingers 
with a knife, pushed them into a putre- 
fying corpse and died six days 
later of childbed fever, hopelessly in- 
sane at the age of forty-seven. 


Morton Thompson says: “His pass- 
ing was chronicled among the minor 
notes in two paragraphs in Vienna 
newspapers. His doctrine was ignored 
and misrepresented for years.” 


* * * 


FPRIENDS of the listening audience, 

what the medical fraternity did to 
Semmelweis does not equal what the 
same kind of people are today doing 
to Harry M. Hoxsey and the cure for 
cancer that bears his name. 

Dr. Hoxsey’s position is more im- 
portant than that of his persecuted pre- 
decessors because the lives of a greater 
number of people are involved. Can- 
cer victims by the thousands are suffer- 
ing and dying every passing year (at 
the hands of quacks engaged in cutt- 
ing, burning, bleeding and collecting). 
who need not suffer and die. May God 
hasten the day when this carnage will 
be brought to an end!

AMAZING 
DECISION 


LONG'S 








[HE DECISION of Judge Charles E. 
Long, Jr., revoking the licenses of 
Hoxsey Cancer Clinic doctors after a 
jury in his court rendered a verdict 
exactly to the contrary, is provoking 
widespread criticism among Texans. 
The accompanying exchange of letters 
bears directly upon the controversy. 


Certain facts in the background need 
to be briefly reviewed: 


Last November, the Texas State 
Board of Medical Examiners (acting 
in league with the American Medical 
Association, the Food & Drug Admin- 
istration and similar groups) tried to 
close the doors of the Hoxsey Cancer 
Clinic by revoking the licenses of its 
seven doctors (the number since in- 
creased to eleven) at a single stroke. 


The doctors immediately took the 
case before Judge W. L. Thornton of 
the 44th Judicial District Court of Dal- 
las County who ruled that the Board 
had exceeded its authority and order- 
ed a jury trial. 


Judge Thornton, a firm believer in 
the Hoxsey treatment and an _ honest 
jurist, disqualified himself. It was de- 
cided that the case should be heard by 
Judge Charles E. Long, Jr., of the 
134th District Court. This proved un- 
fortunate. The trial was held in May 
of this year and the jury decided in 
favor of the doctors. 


Actually one doctor, Dr. Donald 
Watt, was tried (and found innocent 
of the Board’s charges). The Hoxsey 
Cancer Clinic demanded that each of 
the seven cases be heard separately. 


Dr. Watt won a clear-cut victory. 
Then two months later, on July 10th, 
Judge Long did the amazing thing of 
reversing the jury and revoking Dr. 
Watt’s license to practice medicine for 
18 months. 


And still more astonishing was the 
fact that a week later he revoked the 
licenses of the other five (one had in 
the meantime resigned) for 12 months 





each — no matter that they had not 
even stood trial! 


No wonder Texans are asking 


What kind of “justice” is this? 

Attorneys for the doctors have ap- 
pealed Judge Long’s ruling to a higher 
court. The following exchange of let- 
ters is based upon the foregoing set of 
facts.

This will acknowledge receipt of 
your letter of recent date regarding 
Hoxsey Clinic treatment. 


It is regretted that you and probably 
many others have misconstrued the 
basis of the order entered by the Dis- 
trict Court in the case of the doctors 
at the Hoxsey Clinic. The cases were 
not determined on the efficaciousness 
or the effectiveness of treatments made 
or administered by the doctors at the 
Hoxsey Clinic, and this Court has not 
and does not have under consideration 
the question of whether or not treat- 
ments made and administered at the 
Clinic are or can be effective in the 
treatment of cancer.

The matter of suspension of doctors’ 
licenses was based solely upon the vio- 
lation of provisions of the Texas Medi- 
cal Practice Act as set out in Section 
12 of Article 4505 Vernon’s Annotated 
Civil Statutes. Such statute authorizes 
the suspension or revocation of license 
in the case of a licensed practitioner 
“permitting, or allowing, another to 
use his license, or certificate, to prac- 
tice medicine in this State, for the pur- 
pose of treating, or offering to treat. 
sick, injured, or afflicted human _be- 
ings.” 

Present decisions of the State of 
Texas have construed this statutory 
provision, as enacted by the State Leg- 
islature, as applying to the relationship 
existing, in the past and at present, be- 
tween the licensed staff members at the 
Hoxsey Clinic and the owners of the 
Clinic. 

Judgments entered in this Court in 
the cases of doctors on the staff of Hox- 
sey Clinic were based solely upon’a 
violation of the provisions of the above- 
quoted statute and such judgment did 
not consider or take into effect or ques- 
tion the methods of treatment used by 
such doctors nor the effectiveness or 
degree of cure in any such treatments 
or methods of treatment. The decisions 
reached were based solely upon stipu- 
lations of the parties and the undisput- 
ed evidence regarding the contractual 
relationship between the owners of the 
Clinic and the licensed staff members 
and upon that question alone. 


I trust that with the above explana- 
tion you will have a better understand- 
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ing of the matters which were involved 
in the case in question.

We feel that you rendered an im- 
portant service by writing Judge Long 
and photostating his answer for attor- 
neys representing the Hoxsey organiza- 
tion. The copy sent us will be given 
circulation through Defender literature 
and over the radio. 





This will provide an opportunity for 
the thousands of persons, personally 
iriterested in this case, to explore his 
mind. We have received a large num- 
ber of letters from Texans, criticizing 
the action as a miscarriage of justice. 


His reply to you makes no reference 
to outside pressure obviously brought 
upon him. Neither does it take into ac- 
count the fact that the jury found the 
doctors innocent of the charge which 
he outlines. There is much to be de- 
sired beyond what he states in his let- 
ter. He hurdles questions which are 
in the minds of a large number of peo- 
ple. 





I was in the courtroom. 


Dr. Watt and attorneys for the de- 
fense clearly demonstrated that his li- 
cense was not being used by any per- 
son (or institution) other than him- 
self. 


The original indictment which be- 
came the basis of a smear campaign 
through press and radio, contained six 
charges. Four of these were dropped 
during the trial by attorneys for the 
Texas State Board of Medical Examin- 
ers, who stated in open court: “We 
don’t deny that they cure cancer out 
there at the Clinic.” 


These four charges stated that the 
Hoxsey cancer treatment had no thera- 
peutic value. They were withdrawn 
when a group of cured patients ap- 
peared in the courtroom, ready to take 
the witness stand. I was told on good 
authority that an official of the Food 
and Drug Administration at Washing- 
ton gave orders a few hours earlier, 
that no patients should be permitted 
to testify. 


Withdrawal of the four charges cut 
the heart of the plaintiff’s case. 


This left two, including the one 
mentioned by Judge Long in his letter 
to you... and the jury found the doc- 
tors innocent on both. 


It is extraordinary to say the least, 
when a judge refuses to be governed 
by the findings of a jury impaneled 
under his direction. What’s the use of 
having a jury system! 
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Meditating upon this action I thought 
of Chief Justice John Marshall’s ad- 


monition to members of the judiciary: 


“The judicial department comes 
home in its effects to every man’s fire- 
side. It passes on his property, his 
reputation, his all. Is it not to the last 
degree important that he should be 
rendered perfectly and completely in- 
dependent, with nothing to influence or 
control him but God and his Con- 
science?” 


Our pamphlet, “How Dr. Hoxsey 
Wins and Loses His Cases,” dealing 
with legal maneuvers to thwart his 
courtroom victories, has so far enjoyed 
more than 100-thousand distribution. 
It touches upon Judge Long’s amazing 
decision. Ever-increasing interest is be- 
ing manifested by the general public 
regarding legal battles over the Hox- 
sey cancer cure.

ACCORDING TO PLAN 


A study of several recent legal bat- 
tles involving the health of masses of 
people, leaves no doubt that medical 
groups are capable of exerting great 
pressure on the courts. Victories won 
in lower courts, demonstrating the cure 
of so-called incurable diseases, have 
been ruthlessly set aside at higher lev- 
els. 

This happened in the 1950 case 
which Dr. Hoxsey won in federal court 
at Dallas against the Food & Drug Ad- 
ministration, when it was clearly de- 
monstrated that his treatment cured 
cancer. Government agents leveled 
their most powerful thunderbolts 
against him ... but Judge and Jury 
decided in his favor. 


The losers appealed to the Fifth Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals at New Orleans 
and got a reversal. Attorneys say the 
decision was fatally defective because, 
among other things, the tribunal ac- 
cepted in evidence material not intro- 
duced or considered during the trial. 


Something similar occurred in Cana- 
da in 1953, when Dr. D. H. Arnott, one 
of the Dominion’s leading physicians 
and a user of the Koch treatment, won 
a hard fought case against the Saskat- 
chewan College of Physicians & Sur- 
geons.

N MAY FIRST, last, I learned that 

my aunt had been taken to the hos- 
pital. When I got there, I discovered 
she was anticipating surgery.

The worst enemy of the cancer pa- 
tient today is not cancer. It is the al- 
most universal, childlike belief in what 
“The doctor said.” 


Not only are medical organizations 
and the drug trust not curing cancer, 
they are actually promoting it. For ex- 
ample, for many years coal tar has 
been suspected as a cause of cancer. 
Yet how many Americans who cannot 
live without it, know or care that a cer- 
tain drug they take by the millions ev- 
ery year, is made of coal tar? Place an 
aspirin tablet in a spoon and burn it. 
The residue will be coal black, because 
it has a coal tar base. 

It would be an interesting study for 
someone to verify how many more 
drugs in common usage today, with 
sales reaching into the billions, also 
have a coal tar base. 

Were I to find that I have cancer, I 
should go immediately to Dallas and 
ask for help at the Hoxsey Cancer 


Clinic. 


But this is the tragedy: I might be 
too late. 

Hoxsey is the only living doctor I 
have ever heard of who is curing can- 
cer — yet, by the time I could get to 
him, the doors of his Clinic might be 
closed. 

Why? 

Because the Medical Trust has tried 
to put him out of business ever since 
he began curing cancer cases, and be- 
cause this Trust is now engaged in a 
bigger and better campaign to destroy 
his work.

Dr. F. B. Meyer, a great pulpit statesman of the last generation, left a 
legacy of priceless sermon manuscripts. The one reproduced herewith re- 
flects a depth of spiritual knowledge seldom equaled in the vast fund of 


existing sermonic literature. 





The spirit of God was brooding upon 
the face of the waters. — Genesis 1:1-5. 


HE OPENING PARAGRAPH of 

Genesis is very old. It was old when 
Moses heard it from the lips of his 
mother, by the Nile; old when Abra- 
ham received it as a tradition from be- 
fore the Flood; old, perhaps, when 
Enoch walked with God. 


As the Bible ends in an Apocalypse, 
an unveiling of the future, so it begins 
with an Apocalypse, an unveiling of 
the past. The same angel of revelation 
may have operated in each case; and 
as in the one we have the seven seals, 
trumpets, and vials, so we are not sur- 
prised to find here the successive stages 
of creation, each of which covered a 
vast period of time, classified under the 
heading of seven days. 

A timeless chasm evidently inter- 
venes between the general statement of 
the first verse, and the focusing of our 
attention on the one planet in which we 
are directly interested. It has been sur- 
mised that, in that gulf of time, occur- 
red the fall of the angels who ruled 
here but who “kept not their first es- 
tate,” and that this accounts for the 
title applied to Satan of god, or prince, 
of this world. 











It is possible that this also explains 
the allusion of the apostle, when he 
says that the creation became subject 
to vanity “by reason of him who sub- 
jected it.” There is a freckle on the 
fairest flowers, a touch of acid in the 
happiest life, a miasma brooding over 
the loveliest scenes; it would be inter- 
esting if all this were due to some ma- 
lign influence generated in distant ages, 
and marring the “very good” of the 
Creator. 

But we have now to deal with an 
earth, which was without form and 
void. No mountains or valleys, no con- 
figuration of coastlands, nothing to 
break the blank monotony of the waste; 
no living thing existing in those sullen 
waters. The house of life was being 
built, but there was no occupant, not 
an amoeba, not a zoophyte! 


Dense clouds, perhaps the result of 
a gradual cooling process, like a huge 
pall enclosed the entire globe, and ex- 
cluded every ray of light. During those 
ages the spaces of the universe were 
pervaded with a dim luminosity, which 
was afterwards to be focused in the 
sun. Beneath that dark canopy the wild 
waves seethed, sighed, loosed themselv- 
es into a rage of foam, and then sank 
down to a dull moaning of restless de- 


spair. Darkness was upon the face of 
the deep, and the reign of chaos seem- 
ed to defy control. 


THE BROODING SPIRIT 


The only alleviating feature in the 
whole scene is cited in the extraordin- 
ary announcement that “the Spirit of 
God moved upon the face of the 
waters.” 


Is not this as astounding announce- 
ment? Surely such a scene was the 
very last spot that the Spirit of God 
might have been expected to select. 


Heaven’s holy peace, the blue spaces 
of the azure, the sea of glass outspread 
before the throne, would better befit 
His holy, gentle, and peace-loving na- 
ture. God’s thoughts are not our 
thoughts, nor His way our ways. And, 
whatever we might have expected, here 
at least is the announcement that “the 
Spirit of God moved upon the face of 
the waters.” 

For “moved” the margin substitutes 
“brooded.” It is interesting to find that 
in A.D. 350 an old father of the 
Church, Basil by name, preached on 
this passage. He says: “These words 
may be the portico of a temple, or the 
forecourt of a sanctuary, but if they be. 
how dazzling bright must be the Holy 
of Holies, to which they form the en- 
trance. In sublimity, purity, in strength 
of diction, they stand unrivaled. They 
form the portico of the Bible, the fore- 
court of the sanctuary, in the inner 
Holy of Holies in which Jesus Christ 
is to be found.” 

He goes on to say that a Syrian, who 
knew little of the world, but much of 
God’s truth, had told him that the word 
should be translated “broods.” How 
sublime are these old simple images! 


When God would utter His greatest 
thoughts it is in the simplest imagery. 
and here it is, the bird brooding over 
her nest, until her vitality is communi- 
cated to the eggs. It is an inspiring and 
suggestive thought that, over the dark- 
ness and chaos of those early stages. 
there was brooding the warm bosom 
of God’s love, and that, moving stage 
by stage from that beginning, He was 
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able finally to say: “Let us make man 
in our image, after our likeness, and 
he shall have dominion.” 


The use made by Paul of this pas- 
sage (II Corinthians 4:6) suggests that 
he saw a parallel between these verses 
and their spiritual analogies. In later 
days Pastor Stockmayer, in his “Medi- 
tations in Genesis,” still further elabor- 
ated the analogy between the work of 
the Holy Spirit in reconstructing a 
chaotic world, and His work in the hu- 
man heart. Concerning this prepara- 
tory work he says: “The Spirit of God 
prepares the way for the Word of God. 
Before God speaks the creative word, 
the Spirit of God must make ready 
His way. He hovers, He moves, He 
broods over the heart as a hen over her 
young. Before the sinner awakes to 
grace out of the world of chaos in 
which he has been living, an uneasiness 
comes over him. It is the brooding of 
the Holy Spirit. While we are praying 
and giving forth the Word of God in 
public assemblies or in personal con- 
versation, the Holy Spirit is at work 
to bring about the sense of need that 
develops into conviction.” 


PARADISE LOST 


After unknown aeons of brooding, 
we read that God said, “Let there be 
light: and there was light.” Some 
strong archangel, who had been wait- 
ing for the word of command, rolled 
back the curtain of cloud; a light broke 
in revealing the chaos and storm that 
had reigned so long. This gave hope! 
This division of the light from the 
darkness revealed a new principle. The 
light was good. It came from another 
sphere. It gave ground for hoping that 
there might be further gifts from that 
sphere. It was a revelation of possibil- 
ities. It was “good” in God’s sight. It 
was akin to His own nature, for God is 
Light and in Him is no darkness at all. 


So when the angel’s action permitted 
the flood of light to enter, the particles 
with which the interspace was filled, 
but hitherto hidden in the atmosphere 
of murk and chaos, suddenly discover- 
ed that they were predestined to he 
the organs and transmitters of light. 
When the light broke in, they all, as it 
may be said, suddenly awoke to their 
capabilities, their use, and the final ends 
of their creation. The fulness of time 
had arrived, and they were needed to 
disseminate light. 

Let us now pass to the creation of 
man, and notice the five facts narrated 
of God’s conception of what he was 
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meant to be. His nature was tripartite, 
consisting of spirit, soul, and body. He 
was to have dominion. He was to be 
zoned in a garment of light, as our 
Lord was on the Mount of Transfigur- 
ation. He was invited to intimate com- 
munion and converse, as Adam in Par- 
adise, “in the cool of the day.” He was 
God’s fellow worker in the garden that 
He had planted. 


The Fall consisted in the substitu- 
tion of the reasonings of the soul for 
the intuitions of the spirit. The woman 
saw that the forbidden fruit was pleas- 
ant to the senses and good for food, 
and to be desired to make wise, and 
she and Adam ate. But at that moment 
the Shekinah ceased to shine in the 
spirit, and God could no longer con- 
verse with man’s spirit. Thus the holi- 
est sharing of our nature fell into dis- 
use; and in after-days it could be said 
that the merely natural or soulish man 
could not receive the things of the 
Divine Spirit. because they must be 
spiritually discerned. 





RECREATING THE HUMAN SPIRIT 


Every one is endowed with a spirit- 
ual nature, which is the soul’s outlook 
on and capacity for God, just as, on 
the other hand, the body is the soul’s 
attachment to this material world. But 
for the most part this higher nature 
is submerged, lost sight of, like disused 
muscle, or an unexplored chamber in 
the constitution of our nature. 


One main object of Christianity is 
to rediscover the spirit, to use it, to 
make it pregnant, to teach man that it 
should be in constant use. In too 
many of us its existence and use are 
involved in impenetrable darkness. But 
Jesus by the Holy Spirit seeks to awak- 
en our slumbering spiritual sense; He 
calls to our transcendental nature, as 
to Lazarus in his sepulcher, or the 
young man at Nain, or to the little girl 
of twelve summers who had faded too 
soon, like a rare and beautiful flower. 


He can utter the imperative com- 
mand to the spirit to arise and come 
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volume.”

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forth. How absurd it is to speak of the 
Bible as played out when its profound 
philosophy is so seldom explained and 
so largely misunderstood! 


The Saviour bids us to be in sub- 
jection to “the Father of spirits” and 
live. But His appeal in its depths of 
significance is largely ignored. Why 
does modern scholarship set aside the 
clear witness and teaching of Paul, the 
great apostle, and of the beloved Apos- 
tle John? It is almost certain that the 
former was an alumnus of the Univer- 
sity of Tarsus, one of the most famous 
in that age, and that it was dominated 
by the philosophy of Aristotle; whilst 
the latter wrote for a constituency 
which was saturated with the teachings 
of Plato. In fact, the religious intelli- 
gence of that age was surely in advance 
of that which characterizes the majori- 
ty of the churchgoers of the present 
day, many of whom find the apostles’ 
epistles almost unintelligible. 


Let us, therefore, affirm our belief 
in the tripartite nature of man as 
taught by the Apostles Paul and John: 





The body, which is the organ of the 
world of matter. 

The soul, which is the organ of our 
personality. 

The spirit, which is the organ of the 
divine and eternal. 


PARADISE REGAINED 


The soul, in the earlier stages of ex- 
perience, strongly contests with the 
spirit for supreme control. The “I” of 
the one is in antagonism with the “Not- 
I” of the other. The conflict is often 
long and dire, but it determines des- 
tiny; and our object is to show how 
the Spirit of God agonizes so to infill 
and strengthen the human spirit that it 
may become sovereign, transmitting its 
impulses to the soul, and bringing all 
the powers of our physical nature into 
captivity to the will of God. This is 
our task; but this is not all. 


The culmination of creation was the 
appearance of the first man in the 
image of God, and the culmination of 
all that can be said by any of us, who 
would lead inquiries forward, is that 
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all philosophies and systems, argu- 
ments and distinctions, teachings and 
exhortations, will fail, unless at the 
close, we are left face to face with 
“Jesus only,” for when He who com- 
manded the light to shine out of dark- 
ness shines into our hearts, the light 
of the knowledge of God’s glory will 
be found focused on the face of Jesus 
Christ. Jesus, and Jesus only, must fill 
the spirit’s vision. Not rules or condi- 
tions, but Jesus Himself. 


Hudson Taylor had a memorable ex- 
perience, which will help us here. He 
says: 

“The consciousness of sin oppressed 
me. I prayed, agonized, fasted, read the 
Word, all without effect. I tried in vain 
to attain holiness for its own sake. But 
I came to see that it was not by striv- 
ing after faith, but by trusting the 
Faithful One, that I obtained peace. It 
doesn’t matter what situation we are 
placed in, He is ever in us, and He is 
adequate.” 


HIDDEN WITH CHRIST IN GOD 


We shall never gain strength and 
peace by asking how to get sap out of 
the vine. They can become ours only 
when we remember that Jesus is the 
Vine, that we are in Him by the act of 
divine grace, and that we have ever to 
count on Him at every turn and in each 
emergency. 


The Lord Jesus received is 
holiness begun. 

The Lord Jesus cherished is 
holiness advancing. 

The Lord Jesus counted on, 
as never absent, is holiness 
complete. 


Thus, therefore, we understand that 
when we are regenerated by the Holy 
Spirit we are restored to the status from 
which Adam fell, and each of the five 
particulars already mentioned is re- 
stored to us, in union with our Saviour. 
The spirit is relighted by the Shekinah 
of His Spirit. We have spiritual power. 
We walk with God in purity. We com- 
mune with Him face to face, and co- 
operate in His work. 


As each Christian enters into that 
consciousness he realizes that it is su- 
perabundant, overflowing, and _ ever 
freshly springing up. This puts fresh 
impulse into whatever we may say oF 
do. It flows out from us in a living 
stream of love, often unconsciously 
to ourselves, but always fruitfully. So 
we keep on imparting to others, spend- 
ing for others, giving to others, bless- 
ing others in exact proportion as we 
open the doorway of the spirit to the 
Lord Jesus Himself, the great Fountain 
of all love and blessing.

FROM THE DEAD

“And you hath he quickened (made 
alive) who were dead in trespasses and 








sins.” Ephesians 2:1. 





REVIVAL was held in Los Angeles 

in 1949. A cowboy night club sing- 
er and radio star, who was a confirmed 
alcoholic, repented of his sins and re- 
ceived Christ as personal Saviour. That 
man was Stuart Hamblin. 


The change in his life was so notice- 
able that old friends could not believe 
it was the same person. Stuart remark- 
ed that he was not the same man ... 
that he was a new man in Christ. This 
was Scripturally true. 


Twice-born souls belong to a new 
order. “Therefore if any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature: old things 
are passed away; behold all things are 
become new.” (II Corinthians 5:17) 


Friends of the world did not under- 
stand all that Stuart meant in talking 
about the transformation into a new 
man, but they could see that a drastic 
change, both convincing and wonder- 
ful, had taken place. To them it was 
simply a matter of him “getting re- 
ligion.” 

This change inspired the new con- 


vert to write the beautiful song which 
has become so popular, “It Is No Secret 
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What God Can Do” ... What He has 


done for others, He can do for you! 


Before any individual can come into 
this experience, he must realize his own 
inability to transform himself. He must 
throw himself unreservedly upon the 
arms of sovereign Grace. “For by grace 
are ye saved through faith; and that 
not of yourselves.” (Ephesians 2:8) 


I. ALL ARE DEAD 


Every human being who has reached 
the age of responsibility, capable of 
choosing between right and wrong, but 
has not repented of sin and trusted the 
Saviour, is dead spiritually. 


Concerning original sin, which is 
visited upon all the members of Adam’s 
race, we read: “... in the day thou 
eatest thereof thou shalt surely die.” 
Adam did die spiritually, ie. become 
separated from God. He died a physi- 
cal death many years later. 


Thus, sin was introduced into the 
human blood stream by Adam, the fed- 
eral head of the race. A case of blood 
poisoning! “... by one man sin enter- 
ed into the world, and death by sin; 
and so death passed upon all men, for 
that all have sinned.” (Romans 5:12) 


Sin is no respecter of persons — age, 
color or position. “For all have sinned, 
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and come short of the glory of God.” 
(Romans 3:23) “For the wages of sin 
is death; but the gift of God is eternal 
life through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 
(Romans 6:23) 


None may expect to escape physical 
death (unless Christ returns; in which 
case the living saints will be translated 
according to I Corinthians 15:51 and 
I Thessalonians 4:17). 


But all may escape the tragedies of 
the “second death” described in Reve- 
lation 20:14-15. Repentance is the only 
means of deliverance. “God command- 
eth all men everywhere to repent.” 
(Acts 17:30) 


It is difficult for some to understand 
that nice people, good moral people, 
need to repent, the same as the repro- 
are The record says: “All have sin- 
ned. 


One writer uses this metaphor: 
“When Adam fell, the human race fell 
with him, into a coffin. Only a carpen- 
ter, the Carpenter of Nazareth, can de- 
stroy the coffin and restore the life that 
was lost by man’s fall into sin.” 


On a night in May 1955, a tornado 
roared into Blackwell, Oklahoma, our 
neighboring city, and took a score of 
lives, injuring many others. The next 
day, when the bodies were recovered 
and placed side by side in the morgue, 
it was found that all ages — young, 
old and middle life were es. 
Viewing these victims, one had to con- 
clude that the disaster produced a uni- 
form result without distinction as to 
individuals. And so it was with the dis- 
aster of Eden. 


Il. GOD MAKES ALIVE 


Man has a streak of human pride 
that rebels against admitting his help- 
lessness. He wants to do something to 
earn salvation. He tries to work for it. 
Every false religion requires good 
works and self-effort. Christianity of- 
fers the only true remedy for sin, and 
that by accepting and appropriating a 
free gift. 


One can do the false religions of the 
world. But one cannot do Christianity. 
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[t is already done. “It is finished,” said 
the Saviour as He hung on the Cross. 
We are therefore saved by a finished 
work. When it comes to seeking and 
enjoying salvation, there is a vast dif- 
ference between do and done! 


As a Pastor, I engage in consider- 
able personal evangelism. | find, as a 
general rule, that unsaved people lack 
an understanding of the Gospel at this 
point. 

While visiting in a home recently, 
endeavoring to lead a man to Christ, 
he said: “I don’t see how anybody can 
expect something for nothing. Life isn’t 
run that way. It seems to me a person 
would have to do something more than 
just believe.” 


To which I replied: “Sir, that is all 
you have to do, because that’s all you 
can do. You have nothing to give in 
exchange for salvation. Any good 
works you might put forth would be 
wholly inadequate before God.” Then 
I quoted Ephesians 2:9, “Not of works, 
lest any man should boast.” 


Lazarus was dead physically and his 
body had begun to decay. Jesus called: 
“Lazarus, come forth.” Had he just 
been sick, perhaps he could have help- 
ed himself. But he was dead and there- 
fore helpless. 


This is the position of the natural 
man in relation to God. “Not by works 
of righteousness which we have done, 
but according to his mercy he saved us 


... (Titus 3:5) 


I meet people who complain: “I 
would like to become a Christian, but 
I fear I might fail.” Their timidity is 
“rs t also grows out of misun- 

erstanding Gospel provisions. 


They are not expected to live a holy 
life by self-effort any more than one is 
expected to save himself from sin. 
Christ does both the saving (making 
alive) and the keeping. 





According to Paul it is a matter of 
commitment — committing ourselves 
over to Him. “I know in whom I have 
believed, and am persuaded that he is 
able to keep that which I have commit- 
ted unto him against that day.” II Tim- 
othy 1:12) 


Ill. NEW INTERESTS 
AND ACTIONS 


“For as in Adam all die, even so in 
Christ shall all be made alive.” “The 
first Adam was made a living soul; the 
last Adam was made a quickening spir- 
it.” (I Corinthians 15:22,45) 


Every person on this planet belongs 
either to the old race (the first Adam), 
or the new race (the second Adam). 
Born again believers, dwelling in 
Christ, are members of the new crea- 
tion, possessing an order of life that 
cannot be inherited through the physi- 
cal birth. 


Jesus said, “Ye must be born again.” 
Henry Drummond used to say that the 
“must” of this passage was biological 
rather than theological. Union with 
Christ is a matter of life. He said: “I 
am the resurrection and the life.” 


Life produces fruit. The life of 
Christ manifested in and through us 
will produce the fruits of the Spirit. 
“Wherefore by their fruits ye shall 
know them.” (Matthew 7:20) 


A person born of the Spirit will as- 
pire to please God in word and deed. 
He may at times stumble and fall be- 
low his ideals, but the life is still there 
and will produce the promised fruit: 
“... love, joy, peace, longsuffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, 
temperance.” (Galatians 5:22-23) 


Some of the things that automatic- 
ally drop off as a result of the new 
birth are: “Adultery, fornication, un- 
cleanness, lasciviousness, idolatry,

PAUL WAS a man of extraordinary 

physical and mental capacities. He 
possessed a sturdy body and a great 
mind. His companions found it difh- 
cult to keep the pace which he set. They 
would have to take periods of rest, as 
in the case of John Mark returning 
home at a time when the exertions of 
the first missionary journey became ex- 
ceptionally heavy, but the indomitable 
Paul drove steadily ahead. A powerful 
physique was required to endure the 
hardships he encountered. 


In a letter to the Church at Corinth 
written late in life, he reminisced as 
follows: “Of the Jews five times receiv- 
ed I forty stripes save one. Thrice was 
| beaten with rods, once was I stoned, 
thrice I suffered shipwreck, a night and 
a day I have been in the deep; In jour- 
neyings often, in perils of waters, in 
perils of robbers, in perils by mine own 
countrymen, in perils by the heathen, 
in perils in the city, in perils in the 
wilderness, in perils in the sea, in per- 
ils among false brethren; In weariness 
and painfulness, in watchings often, in 
hunger and thirst, in fastings often, in 
cold and nakedness. Beside those things 
that are without, that which cometh up- 
on me daily, the care of all the church- 
es. 

Every student of Paul’s life must al- 
so be impressed with the fact that he 
possessed a tremendously fertile and 
versatile mind. The Hebrew way of 
thinking was quite the opposite to that 
of the Greek, but like an accomplished 
musician running nimble fingers the 
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full length of the keyboard, he was able 
to appeal with grace to both extremes. 
His Epistles show that he could adapt 
the Gospel message to all classes, types 
and races of people. 

There are indications that he was 
conscious of this power of adaptation 
for we find statements like these in his 
writings: “I am made all things to all 
men, that I might by all means save 
some.” “Unto the Jews I became as a 
Jew, that I might gain the Jews.” The 
following conversation took place on a 
certain occasion when, due to Jewish 
opposition, he was being unlawfully 
held in jail: “Then the chief captain 
came, and said unto him, Tell me, art 
thou a Roman? He answered, Yea.” 


To the Romans Paul became a Ro- 
man, to the Greeks a Greek, to the Bar- 
barians a Barbarian, to Jews a Jew. 
Luke. writing in the book of Acts, 
leaves records like the following: “So 
that all they which dwelt in Asia heard 
the word of the Lord Jesus, both Jews 
and Greeks.” “And he persuaded the 
Jews and the Greeks.” “Testifying both 
to the Jews, and also to the Greeks.” 


Acres of books have been written on 
philosophy but they all fall into one of 
two categories. Basically there are two 
systems of philosophical thought, the 
Hebrew and Greek. The first takes 
things for granted, accepts authority, is 
dogmatic, a slave to tradition and not 
particularly concerned with explana- 
tions. The second is the opposite, recog- 





nizes no authority unless supported by 
rational explanations, asks questions 
and must know all the whys, hows and 
wherefores. 

The Jews whom Paul encountered 
were galvanized in Talmudic dogma- 
tism. When he came preaching the new 
Gospel, they wanted to fight. “The Jews 
took counsel to kill him.” 


The Greeks whom Paul encountered 
were mentally flabby, relying upon in- 
quiry, which left a vacuum. When he 
came preaching the new Gospel, they 
wanted to start an argument. He “dis- 
puted with the Grecians.” 


The great Apostle understood the 
problem of extremes which he faced, 
for we find him saying in his first Cor- 
inthian letter: “For the Jews require a 
sign, and the Greeks seek after wisdom: 
But we preach Christ crucified, unto 
the Jews a stumblingblock, and unto 
the Greeks foolishness; But unto them 
which are called, both Jews and Greeks, 
Christ the power of God. and the wis- 
dom of God.” 


One day, as a boy, when my parents 
were away from home, I tried the 
Greek method on the family clock. ] 
wished to know what made it tick. ] 
tore it apart looking for the ticker. 
When my father and mother returned. 
there was enough clock strewn over the 
living room to fill a half bushel basket, 
but no two pieces would hold together. 


There are instances in the New Tes- 
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tament record where Paul deliberately 
precipitated arguments in Grecian cir- 
cles to create openings for presenting 
the claims of the Gospel. This was the 
obvious motive of his famous sermon 
on Mars Hill. My traveling companion, 
Dr. A. Velonis (now deceased) of Sa- 
lonica, and I, used this approach while 
touring Greece a few years ago. 


We would go into a cafe, or bazaar 
and hand out pieces of religious litera- 
ture. The Greeks seated around tables 
would look at the papers and start ask- 
ing questions. Heated arguments would 
ensue. Eyes would flash, accompanied 
by rising tempers and shouting voices. 
Dr. Velonis was always careful to di- 
rect the argument in a way to include 
a clear-cut Christian testimony. 


He would usually get members of the 
group quiet, shame them for such a 
performance before a guest from the 
United States, and finally invite me to 
say a few words, he serving as inter- 
preter. Thereupon we would walk away 
and leave them to continue the discus- 
sion. This seemed to be the most effec- 
tive means for doing evangelistic work 
open to us. 


Greeks look back with pride upon 
their orators and philosophers. In 
Athens I was shown a stone platform 
where Demosthenes is supposed to have 
stood when addressing throngs of peo- 





ple. The acoustics were no doubt very 
good. I recall one morning about three 
o'clock, driving between Athens and 
Corinth, that we had a flat tire. While 
the driver was making the necessary 
repairs, Dr. Velonis and I walked 
ahead and he told me of an event said 
to have taken place in the life of De- 
mosthenes. 


It seems that the great orator was ad- 
dressing an audience of Athenians on 
a very serious and important question 
having to do with the welfare and fu- 
ture of the nation. The listeners grew 
restless and began to ask questions, and 
as we would say, boo the speaker. 
They shouted, “Tell us a story, make 
us laugh!” 


“Very well,” said Demosthenes, “I 
will tell you a story. One very hot day 
in the summer a man hired a donkey 
to go from Athens to Megara (a dis- 
tance of about 25 miles). The owner 
of the donkey consented to rent the 
beast to the man for the trip provided 
he, the owner, would be allowed to go 
also to make sure the animal was cared 
for properly. After traveling some dis- 
tance, in the heat, the man got off the 
donkey, sat down in its shadow and be- 
gan fanning himself. The owner rushed 
up and said, ‘You can’t do this. You 
only paid for the donkey. You did not 
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pay for his shadow’. 


When Demosthenes finished the 
story, he walked off the platform and 
left the people in a state of amazement. 
They began to shout for him to come 
back. They wanted to know more about 
the man, the donkey, and the shadow. 
They wanted him to finish the story. 
He replied: “You fools, you don’t want 
to know about the important matters 
of Athens and our country but you 
are interested in the shadow of a don- 
key.” 

It is a saying among Greeks to this 
day when an argument or debate goes 
on: “Erris peri onon skias,” meaning a 
quarrel over the shadow of a donkey. 


Paul made three great missionary 
journeys, knifing Grecian, Roman and 
Jewish thought with the sharp edge of 
Gospel truth. Only a man of real sta- 
ture, physically and mentally, could 
have achieved the degree of success 
that he enjoyed. Church congregations 
were established and leaders appointed 
to watch over the flocks. Then he would 
come back later, if possible, being care- 
ful in the meantime to use his literary 
skill by sending them letters. On at 
least one occasion he quoted a noted 
Greek poet. 


ANTIOCH TO CYPRUS 


There was an Antioch at each end of 
Paul’s first missionary journey. The 
trek started at Antioch in Syria, and

reached its most distant point at An- 
tioch in Pisidia. The itinerary included 
the Island of Cyprus and the following 
cities of prominence: Seleucia, Perga, 
Iconium, Lystra, Derbe, Antioch (in 
Pisidia), Attalia and back by boat 
across the northeastern tip of the Medi- 
terranean to the starting point. 


There were three in the party, Paul, 
Barnabas and the latter’s nephew, a 
young man by the name of John Mark. 
The youth had accompanied the two 
missionaries on their recent return to 
Antioch from Jerusalem, where they 
made deliveries of food and clothing to 
believers in famine stricken areas. John 
Mark had charge of incidental cares, 
such as the preparation of meals, to 
leave Paul and Barnabas more free to 
preach the Gospel. 


The trio was sent forth under off- 
cial orders of the Antioch congrega- 
tion. “And when they had fasted and 
prayed, and laid their hands on them, 
they sent them away. So they, being 
wig forth by the Holy Ghost, depart- 
ed.” 


Probably the people in the Church at 
Antioch would have preferred to have 
their co-Pastors remain. A good 
Church never wants to give up a good 
Pastor. But the group first called Chris- 
tians knew the move should be made. 
They had a vision of the needs of oth- 
ers and showed willingness to sacrifice 
accordingly. Missionary progress has 
been made through the centuries by 
sacrifice. A complacent Church, oblivi- 
ous to the needs of less fortunate fellow 
creatures, is a worthless Church. 


Melancholia is a dread disease. It 
consists of turning the mental faculties 
in, whereby the victim constantly thinks 
depressing thoughts about himself. 
Christ sought to fortify the Church 
against this ailment. He turned the eyes 
of the Church out toward the harvest. 
His final utterance before leaving this 
planet included the great verb of the 
Gospel, Go. Early Christians followed 
His instructions. And we should follow 
their example. The Church is meant to 
be a going concern! 


One does not need to leave his own 
fireside to be a missionary. You can 
Go as Christ commanded, through 
prayer, tithes, offerings and a_ heart 
compassion for others who need the 


Gospel. I am thinking of a missionary 
home on furlough, who was invited to 
dinner at a summer resort where he 
met several people of wealth. Returning 
to his room, he wrote his wife as fol- 
lows: “Tonight I met people who wore 
mission churches around their necks, 
hospitals on their bodies, colporteurs 
on their backs, and ate automobiles in 
their food.” By this method, he was ex- 
plaining how he saw money wasted 
during the evening, which might have 
been used to accomplish wonders on 
their mission field. 


Their first stop was at Cyprus. Barn- 
abas was probably responsible for start- 
ing in this direction. Prior to his con- 
version he had lived there and owned 
considerable property. The missionar- 
ies paused briefly at Salamis and jour- 
neyed on, the full length of the Island, 
to Paphos. 


The people of Paphos worshipped 
Venus, the goddess of love, who was 
believed by the Greeks to have been 
born of sea foam at this very place. 
By worshipping this figment of per- 
verted imagination they were pulled 
down to abysmal depths of immoral- 
ity. 

It seems that the Governor of Cyprus, 
Sergius Paulus, was an exceptional 
man. He and Barnabas may have been 
friends in the past. At any rate, he sent 
an invitation to the missionaries to be 
his guests. During the interview, a tense 
situation developed in which mighty 
forces, hidden in Paul’s nature, come 
forth in a torrent of words and a de- 
monstration of supernatural power. 


When it became known that Paul 
and Barnabas were guests of Sergius 
Paulus, “a certain sorcerer, a false 
prophet, a Jew, whose name was Bar- 
jesus” imposed his presence upon the 
group to confuse the Governor and 
keep him from embracing Christianity. 
Paul stood the man’s ravings as long 
as he could, but finally released a sting- 
ing rebuke accompanied by the pro- 
nouncing of judgment. Bar-jesus was 
stricken with blindness and had to be 
led away. 


The Governor became a Christian 
convert and a Church was established 
in this center of raw paganism. Here 
the Apostle’s name was officially 
changed from Saul to Paul, some think

Because I knew 
that you people who will read this 
letter have a feeling for human suf- 
fering and pain, I am writing this let- 
ter to you to ask you to help me in 
any way you can ...

out of respect to Sergius Paulus, who 
was converted by his instrumentality. 


CYPRUS TO ANTIOCH PISIDIA 


Completing the first lap of their trip. 
the missionary trio left Cyprus by ship 
through Mediterranean waters to a 
city called Perga. Here. John Mark 
turned back, a decision which was des- 
tined to cast a shadow upon the broth- 
erly relations of Paul and Barnabas at 
a later time. 


The rigors of the forthcoming trip 
evidently frightened John Mark. It was 
a long journey, almost entirely through 
rugged mountain passes, with rivers 
bursting out of high cliffs pouring 
madly down narrow ravines. Many 
passes were, in all probability, blocked 
by snow. The region was then the same 
as today, infested by robbers and mur- 
derers. This trip may have figured in 
Paul’s later description. “in perils of 
the wilderness.” John Mark was fright- 
ened at the prospect and decided to re- 
turn home to his mother in Jerusalem. 


The stay in Perga was short and un- 
eventful. It seems that they were anx- 
ious to reach Antioch in Pisidia, an 
important center from the standpoint 
of missionary procedure. Their en- 
trance into the city was typical of many 
other approaches to new fields of labor. 
They developed a technique for open- 
ing strange doors. 


Paul and Barnabas would enter a 
city quietly and unnoticed. Their first 
care was to arrange lodging, and after 
that employment. They had to eat and 
sleep. Paul frequently plied his trade 
as a tent maker. He may have taught 
it to Barnabas. Little did the people 
with whom they mingled realize that 
the knowledge these men carried in 
their minds and hearts, would some 
day revolutionize the world’s thinking. 


The synagogue was the best existing 
medium for reaching Antioch Pisidia 
with the Gospel. They assembled with 
others, listened to the presiding officer, 
and when the moment seemed propi- 
tious, asked to be heard. The ruler of 
the Antioch synagogue said: “If ye 
have any word of exhortation for the 
people, say on.” 


Paul was quick to take advantage of 
the opportunitv. Stepping forward with 
outstretched hand, he began to speak. 
The audience recognized at once the 
fluent speech of an educated man. The 
fact that it was a new voice welded the 
attention of everyone present. His ser- 
mon, delivered on this occasion and re- 
ported in the thirteenth chapter of Acts. 
was one of exceptional importance. In 
it, he introduced for the first time, the 
doctrine of Justification by Faith. 


Conybeare and Howson offer this 
comment: “St. Luke gives us in the 
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book of Acts, if not the whole speech 
delivered by St. Paul, yet at least the 
substance of what he said. He has pre. 
served, if not all the words. yet the 
very words uttered by the apostle; nor 
can we fail to recognize a tone of 
thought. and even of expression, which 
stamps them with the individuality of 
the speaker. On the present occasion 
we find St. Paul connecting the Mes- 
siah whom he preached, with the pre- 
paratory dispensation which ushered in 
His event ... 


“He shows that Christ’s death and 
resurrection had accomplished the an- 
cient prophecies, and declares this to 
be the ‘glad tidings’ which the apostles 
were charged to proclaim ... But hav- 
ing thus conciliated their feelings, and 
won their favorable attention. he pro- 
ceeds in a bolder tone to declare the 
catholicity of Christ’s salvation and the 
antithesis between the Gospel and the 
Law... 


“The speech ends with a warning 
against the bigoted rejection of Christ’s 
doctrine which this latter portion of 
the address was so likely to call forth.” 


By the time a week rolled round for 
another synagogue meeting. the whole 
city was stirred. Both Gentiles and 
Jews were interested in the new teach- 
ing of the strange visitors. The Jewish 
leaders exploded in fits of anger. Again 
Christ and anti-Christ, the sublime 
teachings of the divine Saviour and the 
demonical doctrines of the Talmud. 
had come into conflict. “The Jews spake 
against those things which were spoken 
by Paul, contradicting and blasphem-. 
ing.” 

Paul laid the charge of Christ’s death 
at Jerusalem squarely upon the Jews. 
at the same time expressing hope that 
those residing at Antioch, such a great 
distance away from the scene of the 
tragedy, would behave differently. In 
this he was disappointed. 


When the uproar had subsided (we 
read): “Then Paul and_ Barnabas 
waxed bold, and said, It was necessary 
that the word of God should first have 
been spoken to you: but seeing ye put 
it from you, and judge yourselves un- 
worthy of everlasting life, lo, we turn 
to the Gentiles.” 


This turned out to be an important 
event in the life and history of the early 
Church. It opened new horizons and 
tapped theretofore unused resources. 
The act of turning to the Gentiles, who 
proved quick to respond, was like the 
touching off of a chain reaction. The 
breach between Christ and anti-christ. 
Christianity and Judaism farther wid- 
ened. Paul’s disappointment with the 
Jews of Antioch Pisidia was discover- 
ed to be a divine appointment.

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TIME 
AN INVESTMENT 
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HE WORLD’S greatest potential for 

investment is time. Time enters in- 
to every man’s account as a great bless- 
ing. 

Ordinarily for one to accomplish 
much he must start early and continue 
long. Daniel entered “King’s College” 
at sixteen and was still prime minister 
at eighty. Some will have to live long 
in order to live much, for they short- 
ened their lives by starting too slow. 


The false notion that youth is a time 
for sowing wild oats has caused many 
a person to postpone the beginning of 
sane living until there was not much 
time left for constructive living. 


The foundation of longevity is laid 
by the time we are twenty-one. Many 
have shortened their lives by bad hab- 
its, and especially by wrong eating and 
drinking. Some of us may not be afraid 
to die, but we should surely be ashamed 
to die. 

Time is divided into periods: the 
past, the present, and the future. The 
past is a memory; the present is a 
moment; the future is a question. It is 
divided into years, months and weeks; 
into hours, minutes and seconds. 


TIME IS SHORT 


There are several things to be said 
about time. The first is that it is so 
exceedingly brief. The sum and total 
of human activity is to be crowded in- 
to three-score years and ten. When you 
stop to consider that one-third is spent 
in sleep, another third in infancy and 
preparation for life’s work, it leaves 
a small remainder for the real accom- 
plishments of life. 


This is what makes a watchnight 
service so very solemn. Methuselah, 
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who chinned a thousand years, could 
never have appreciated a watchnight 
service, for time is no factor. But when 
we live so short a time as modern man, 
it makes it rather solemn for me to sit 
up and watch an old year out and a 
new one in, for I realize that not many 
more are left me to accomplish the pur- 
pose for which the Creator placed me 
here, and I am sure that purpose was 
not merely to make a living, but rather 
to make a life. 


Making a living is a mere incident. 
It is an important incident, but never- 
theless an incident. Making a living 
has to do with having, and it is all 
right that we should have, but to have 
has to do with only one phase of life, 
namely, the industrial phase, while 
making a life has to do with five dis- 
tinct phases: industrial, educational, 
political, social and religious. 


The man who is all industry is sim- 
ply a machine; the man who is all edu- 
cation is top-heavy, cold and unsym- 
pathetic; the man who is all politics 
is selfish and scheming; the man who 
is all social is a dude or a fool, and 
the man who is all religion is a useless, 
impractical, repulsive Tooele: 


Making a living is the small, time- 
serving, dwarfed, paralyzed man’s ob- 
ject that touches only the crust of an 
existence. Making a living has to do 
with temporal circumstances, while 
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making a life has to do with eternal 
principles. 

Paul said for him to live was to have 
the highest rating in Bradstreet’s, to 
have the largest tax roll, to have a 
seat in Congress, to be president of a 
university — no he didn’t. He said, 
“For to me to live is Christ,” and no 
man reaches the summit of human ex- 
istence until he can say the same. 


TIME IS VALUABLE 


Another thing that can be said about 
time is that it is valuable. It is the 
most valuable article this side of Jor- 
dan’s icy stream, and yet you would 
hardly believe it when you see how 
people squander it, will it, and invest it. 


Most people do not fully appreciate 
its value until it is all gone, like Queen 
Elizabeth, who had a thousand dresses 
in her wardrobe and a kingdom at her 
feet, cried out in her dying hour: “Mil- 
lions for a moment of time, but now 
it is too late.” 


Time is the world’s greatest factor 
and also the world’s greatest waste. 
There is nothing with which we are 
more profligate than time. 


Stroughton says: “Time is life’s 
freightage with which some trade and 
make a fortune, while others like the 
prodigal waste it in riotous living; 
time is life’s ladder by which some lift 
themselves into fame, while others let 
themselves down into degradation; 
time is life’s book from which some 
extract wondrous wisdom, while others 
leave it unopened and die fools. Time 
is life’s tree, from which some gather 
precious fruit, while others lie cles its 
shade and die of starvation.” 


Yes, time is valuable because it is 
the stuff of which life is made. 


TIME CAN BE LOST 


Another thing to be said about time 
is that it cannot be recovered once it is 
lost. You can lose your health and by 
proper means recover it; you can lose 
your wealth and by work and economy 
get it back; you can lose your knowl- 
edge and by intense application and 
concentration restore it. But whoever 
heard of anyone recovering one hour 
of lost time? 


A billion-dollar corporation adver- 
tised: “Lost — yesterday, some time 
between sunrise and sunset, two golden 
hours, each set with sixty diamond 
minutes.”

The past is not yours to improve or 
modify. The past is a finished product. 
The present is the raw material out of 
which you can make a better product. 


Jehn Wesley once used the text, “Re- 
deeming the time,” but having a spe- 
cial subject in mind, he narrowed him- 
self dewn to just one segment of the 
subject: “Redeeming the time from 
sleep.” He proposed that everyone find 
out by experiment how much sleep he 
requires and then confine himself to 
the amount needed and insist, feeling 
or no feeling, on using the rest of his 
time for some good purpose. Wesley 
found that six hours was enough sleep 
for him, and this saving was, as he 
supposed, one of the reasons he could 
carry on so large a volume of work 
year in and year out, and yet have 
more leisure than most other men. 


TIME DEMANDS 
AN ACCOUNTING 

Another thing about time is that it 
must be accounted for. This being 
true, we should be careful how we in- 
vest it. Wesley laid down two rules 
for the use of time that have never 
required revision, and here they are: 
“Never be unemployed,” and “never 
be triflingly employed.” 

If you find certain recreations, 
amusements and entertainments deplete 
your spiritual vigor and arrest your 
spiritual growth and hinder the prog- 
ress, then cease doing them. But to 
simply cease doing them will only make 
you a negative Christian, so you must 
invest some of your time in a way to 
advance you in the things of God. Some 
are not content merely to let time pass; 





they must descend to the killing of time. 


This they do when they give themselves 
over to harmful indulgences. 


Think of a person whose tenure is 
so short as ours — to indifferently let 
time pass on; worse still, to kill time, 
the very stuff that life is made of, in 
doing things that would be better left 
undone. 

A Christian lady asked Sam Jones 
what she should do when her friends 
asked her to go places and do things 
against which her conscience revolted. 
The noted Evangelist said: “Tell them 
your time is all occupied with the Sun- 
day School and Church, that Monday 
nights you must be home with the 
family; Tuesday night you have set 
aside to help the children with their 
Sunday School lesson; Wednesday 
night you must attend the prayer meet- 
ing; Thursday night you visit the sick; 
Friday night you attend a cottage pray- 
er meeting, and Saturday night you 
must see to it that the children get their 
bath and arrange their clothing for 
Sunday. Tell them it looks like you will 
not have a night to spare in a thousand 
years.” 


TIME SHOULD BE CAREFULLY 
INVESTED 


Ask some people to do something for 
the church, and they will say: “I just 
do not have time,” and yet they have 
as much time as the President of the 
United States. We all have an equal 
amount of time; each has 24 hours in 
a day — no more, no less. If every 
Christian would give one-tenth of this 
time for the advancement of the cause 
of Christ that would be two hours and 
forty minutes every day. 


Rev. C. B. Strang does some figur- 
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ing. He says there are 8,764 hours in 
a year, and then asks the question: 
“How many of these hours do you 
spend in the service of God?” Do you 
attend Sunday School and morning 
service each Sunday during the year? 
That would be 156 hours. And then go 
back Sunday night? That would be 
114 hours. Then go to prayer meeting 
each week? That would be 78 hours. 
Allowing 300 hours to go and come 
from services, it would be that you 
spent all told 538 hours in the service 
of the Lord. What did you do with the 
other 8,122 hours? 


“How much time did you spend in 
self-improvement? If you spent one- 
half hour a day in prayer and reading 
your Bible, you spent 180 hours dur- 
ing the year. If you read one-half hour 
each day from a good book, that would 
be another 180 hours. If you put ten 
minutes of each day in meditation, that 
would be 60 hours. That would be all 
told 420 hours for self-improvement. 
What did you do with the other 7,702 
hours? 

“How much time did you spend in 
the interest of others last year? Did 
you spend one-half hour each day? 
That would be 180 hours for the year 
in the interest of others. You would 
still have left 7,522 hours. What did 


you do with them?” 


A rich man lay dying. He cried: “I 
cannot die. I am not ready to die.” 
He said to his doctor: “I am a rich 
man, and you are a wise physician. ] 
will give you $100,000 if you will let 
me live twelve months.” The doctor 
said to him: “I have remedies to give, 
but no time to sell. If you would give 
me all your wealth, I could not keep 
you alive twenty-four hours. Only God 
can dispense time.” 

Since time is so valuable, so brief, 
and is the stuff of which life is made 
and must be accounted for, let us in- 
vest it only in things worthwhile. 
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ZIONISTS invading the Holy Land 

foresaw no other means of achieving 
their goal except by the most cruel 
methods. Realizing that nothing could 
deprive a human being of his inher- 
ent rights except overwhelming force 
and might, they proceeded according- 
ly. 
Until this onslaught of Zionism, the 
native population of Palestine (mainly 
Arabs) had lived peacefully where jus- 
tice, compassion for humanity, proper- 
ty rights and mutual respect had ex- 
isted for centuries. The coming of the 
Zionists has changed my part of the 
world into an area of hate. 


To accomplish their purpose, they 
had to dislodge the Arab population, 
the real owners of the land. Thus, the 
state of Israel was created by usurpa- 
tion and terrorism beyond the grasp of 
human conception and the power of 
imagination. 

In the early morning of April 10, 
1948, about 500 soldiers of the ib ‘un 
gang (a Zionist terrorist force) “armed 
with Russian machine pistols, tommy 
guns, and automatic weapons made in 
Czechoslovakia” attacked the 600 in- 
habitants in the village of Deir Yassin 
(south of Jerusalem). Assisted by Sher- 
man tanks, they shot and brutally 
butchered about 250 women, men and 
children. Later, over 200 corpses were 
found in the ancient well of the village 
covered with dirt. 


According to Jacques de Regnier, the 
Belgian delegate of the International 
Red Cross, a six year old girl was 
found half-dead while the bodies were 
being pulled from the well. When Mr. 


de Regnier was asked to describe what 
he saw, he briefly commented “It was 
simply horrible.” 


NUMEROUS MASSACRES 


On September 7, 1948, Daniel de 
Luce, in reporting to the Washington 
Star, said, among other things: 

“How closely Irgun and Stern veter- 
ans may coordinate their efforts re- 
garding Transjordan is undisclosed. 
Their most publicized combined opera- 
tion was a night attack on Deir Yassin 
village near Tralee last Spring. 
Stern spokesmen told a news confer- 
ence that more than 250 Arab villagers 
had been slain, more than half women 
and children ... The Stern newspaper 
Mivrak, has editorialized: ‘We hope no 
more crocodile tears will be shed over 
the atrocities of Deir Yassin’.” 

This massacre, in the words of Chaim 
Weizmann, the late president of Israel, 
caused a “miraculous simplification of 
Israel’s tasks.” Deir Yassin was by no 
means the first, nor the last, act of ter- 
ror. Four days after the Deir Yassin 
Massacre, the same act was repeated in 
the village of Nasir Eddin near Tiber- 
ias. Only a few women and children 
were able to escape death. The rest fell 
victims to the murderous gang and 
perished. 

On May 6, 7, and 13, of 1948, the 
Arab villages of Beit el Khouri, El 
Zaytoun, Beit Darras, and several 
others, were blown to bits. In the first 
of these villages (Beit el Khouri) which 
literally means “the house of the 
preacher,” the monastery on the shore 
of the Sea of Galilee where the Prince 
of Peace taught and fed the multitude, 


was blown up and. three priests killed. 
In the second village (El Zaytoun) all 
the population was captured and rush- 
ed to the village mosque, whereupon 
the building with the people in it was 
blasted into nothingness. 


In the third village of Beit Darras 
on the Gaza strip, the bodies of the 
victims were mutilated and the abdom- 
ens of pregnant women slashed open. 


The “operation panic” which was 
created by leaders of the Stern Gang 
was considered so successful that the 
founder became installed as a member 
of the so-called Kenneset (the Israeli 
parliament). 


ENGLAND PARTICIPATES 


Not only did the Zionists force the 
Arab population to leave their homes 
and properties, but their efforts were 
strengthened and supported by the Brit- 
ish through their mandatory power in 
the country. The British army played 
an effective role in helping the Zionists 
in their program. It was a policy 
agreed upon beforehand between the 
two parties. 


In Haifa, the British army invited 
the Hagana (the Zionist regular army) 
to occupy the Arab quarters of the city 
by leaving the section entirely unguard- 
ed and unprotected. Through its agents, 
the same army spread rumors that in 
the event the Zionist gangs attacked, 
the army might not be able to offer 
substantial help. After two days of 
shooting and bombarding of the Arab 
quarters, during which many civilians 
were killed, the city was practically 
evacuated of its Arab population. 


In Jaffa, another port city, the Brit- 
ish authorities adopted the same policy 
and after hours of stubborn defense by 
the Arab population, hordes of well- 
trained Zionist fighters took over the 
city only a few days before May 15, 
1948, the date which was assigned for 
the British forces to leave the country. 


The two towns of Lydda and Ram- 
leh were attacked with heavy tanks, 
cannons and automatic weapons. After 
two days of fighting, outside and in- 
side the two cities, Zionist armed 
groups captured them. There was an- 
other massacre. 

The Arab population in Tiberias on 
the Sea of Galilee was subjected to sim- 
ilar armed raids and the same murder- 
ous methods.

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lee was also the target of heavy Zionist 
armed attack. Its people stood the ag- 
gression with bravery, patience and 
courageous civilian resistance. They fi- 
nally gave up, not being professional in 
warfare. 

In the words of Professor Penrose, 
(the former President of American Un- 
iversity of Beirut) these attacks and 
land seizures “were perpetrated for the 
major purpose of frightening the Arab 
population and causing them to take 
flight. The Zionist radio repeated inces- 
santly for the benefit of Arab listeners 
‘Remember Deir Yassin.’ It is small 
wonder that many Arab families began 
a hasty exodus from the battle area 
and from sectors which might soon be- 
come battlegrounds. Terror is contag- 
ious, and it built up the tremendous 
migration which has led to the results 
witnessed in the refugee camps.” 


EXPANSIONIST ZIONISM 


The Arab population of the Holy 
Land had therefore, two alternatives: 
either departure or extermination. Con- 
sequently, there are now about a mil- 
lion dispossessed Arabs languishing in 
Holy Land refugee camps at starvation 
levels. 

Chaim Weizmann wrote in 1947 in 
his book Trial and Error: “I am cer- 
tain that the world will judge the Jew- 
ish state by what it will do with the 
Arabs.” 





Some Arabs remained behind in Is- 
rael, and what these have endured baf- 
fles all powers of description. The same 
is substantially true with regard to 
border villages, which prove the unlim- 
ited expansionist goals of Zionism. 


During the Wednesday night of Oc- 
tober 14, 1953, at least 700 soldiers of 
the Israel regular army attacked the 
border village of Qibya only a few 
miles northwest of Jerusalem. Every- 
one in the village was murdered in cold 
blood. All in all, the dead numbered 
seventy-five. Even the cattle were shot. 


The Mixed Armistice Commission 
under the Acting Chairmanship of 
Commander E. H. Hutchison of the 
United States Navy, after telling of the 
account of the aggression, ended its re- 
port by deciding that: “It is extremely 
important that the Israel authorities 
should take immediately the most vig- 
orous measures to prevent the recur- 
rence of such aggressions against Jor- 
dan and its citizens.” 

After days of debating the incident, 
the U.N. Security Council gave its re- 
solution on November 24th, part of 
which reads as follows: 


“The Security Council expresses the 
strongest censure of that action which 
can only prejudice the chances of that 
peaceful settlement which both parties 
in accordance with the Charter are 
bound to seek, and calls upon Israel 
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to take effective measures to prevent 
all such actions in the future.” 


Nevertheless, more aggressions took 
place and more atrocities similar to 
those of Deir Yassin and Qibya were 
repeated during the midnight of March 
28-29, 1954, on the Arab village of 
Nahhalin two miles inside the Jordan 
ian territory in the Bethlehem area. 


A more recent and major attack, ty 
pical of scores of others during inter. 
vening months, occurred on February 
28, 1955, on the Egyptian-held territory 
in Gaza where over 50 civilians were 
killed and a hospital with patients was 
destroyed. This aggression was con. 
demned by the unanimous vote of the 
Security Council and landmarked a 
significant transformation in the re. 
lation between Egypt and the West, for 
the lack of arms by the former and the 
postponement of selling same by the 
latter, for defense purposes. 


Another major aggression by the 
Zionist state of Israel took place during 
last December on a Syrian outpost near 
the Sea of Galilee and the killing of 55 
Syrian Arabs. The Security Council 
censured Israel for the fourth time on 
January 19, 1956, and termed the at- 
tack “a flagrant violation of armistice 
agreements; expressed grave concern 
at Israel’s failure to live up to her ob- 
ligation; warned further raids will be 
met with sterner measures.” 


Aggressions of this type have been 
repeated without interruption. During 
the seven years since the Armistice 
Agreement was signed, the Arabs have 
filed around six-thousand complaints. 


As late as September 14th (two 
weeks ago) an invading force of a 
thousand Israel soldiers knifed its way 
12 miles, armed with what the press 
described as “heavy weapons” and 
slaughtered 21 Jordanians. Five days 
later, the Mixed Armistice Commission 
adopted a resolution condemning Israel 
for “a most flagrant breach of the Ar 
mistice Agreement.” 


JUSTICE ON ARAB’S SIDE 


The expulsion and dispersion of the 
Arabs of Palestine took place in a man- 
ner that is not known even in ancient 
and medieval histories. When a Zion- 
ist is asked to give an explanation for 
all this, he will simply reply that the 
Arabs “fled” or “left” or “abandoned” 
their homes and properties. 


Justice demands that the Zionist: 
shall be held responsible for the plight 
of the million Arab refugees about 
whom Dr. Gerald B. Winrod said in 
his radio message to the Arab world 
from Jerusalem in July, 1955: “We 
are stunned that such a thing could 
happen, that such a monstrous wrong 
could be perpetrated in the present en- 
lightened age.”

JUVENILE 
DELINQUENCY 








United States Senator Langer of North Dakota recently addressed the 
Seventy-first annual meeting of the West Virginia Bar Association. He 
spoke off the cuff without notes or manuscript. An abridgment of his 


message follows. 





R. PRESIDENT, Senator Rever- 

comb and friends, I can’t remember 
when I have received a more gracious 
welcome than I have had from your 
president and leader of the West Vir- 
ginia Bar Association ... 


I don’t want you to be misled by the 
things my distinguished former col- 
league, Senator Revercomb, said about 
me in his introduction. I want you to 
know I was up for disbarment from the 
practice of law twice. I was accused as 
county attorney and as attorney gener- 
al twice in my State. I was arrested as 
the Governor of North Dakota, tried, 
and sentenced to 18 months in the peni- 
tentiary, but I didn’t serve the sentence. 


We had the right kind of a supreme 
court. After that I was elected to the 
supreme court, and to the United States 
Senate, and there it took me 15 months 
to get seated. Senator Barkley read 34 
charges against me, and, of course, I 
had to hire lawyers to defend me 
against those charges, and every time 
you have to hire a lawyer you know 
what that means. Among the lawyers | 
hired was John W. Davis. 

Naturally, I beat those charges in 
Washington. I was also impeached one 
time — or rather, they tried to im- 
— me, when I was attorney general. 

hey failed to impeach me by one vote. 
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Having told you that record, I want 
you to know I carried every county in 
the State of North Dakota in the last 
election. I mention that history to you 
because after I leave here you may run 
across some of my North Dakota con- 
stituents that may tell you my history 
anyhow, so I thought I would tell you 
myself ... 


AN IDEAL REFORMATORY 


On this matter of juvenile delinquen- 
cy, I don’t know how many of you ever 
visited a reformatory. I visited one 
near Denver, at Englewood, Colorado. 
I found 208 of the finest young men 
you ever saw in all your life. I have 
been to West Point and seen the West 
Pointers parade. 


You go to that penitentiary and it is 
something you are proud of. You find 
the boys have a haircut every two 
weeks; they are taught to stand up 
straight. I was told by the warden it 
very, very seldom occurs that any man 
ever makes a criminal record after he 
is released from there. They learn the 
different trades, and the result is they 
make a living after being released, and 
do not return to crime. 


While I am on that subject, may I 
say there is pending in the Senate now 
a bill to provide wardens with sufficient 
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funds to furnish each man leaving the 
penitentiary with a suit of clothes, and 
to hand him a few dollars. The Warden 
will be authorized to give going-out 
prisoners two hundred dollars. And 
Jim Bennett, the Director of the Pris- 
ons of the United States Government, 
has recommended that bill, and we are 
in great hopes of seeing it pass. 


THE BABY BLACK MARKET 


Taking up the matter of juvenile de- 
linquency, I shall mention various sub- 
jects in connection with it. 


One phase that might be tied in with 
juvenile delinquency are the young, un- 
wed mothers who have babies. There 
are more than 20,000 babies sold in the 
black market each year, at anywhere 
from $2,500 to $5,000 apiece. There 
isn’t a reason in the world why a couple 
in the United States that wants to get 
a baby can’t get it through a legalized 
agency in the State. Every State in the 
Union provides methods of adoption, 
and have proper institutions to provide 
babies for adoption. 


You will be amazed at the trickery 
played on some of the unwed mothers 
in order to be able to obtain babies 
for the black market operations. And 
to the people obtaining babies through 
these methods, many times after the 
money is paid, the baby is not deliver- 
ed. Many times, when they do get the 
baby, the baby is found to be blind, or 
there is something else wrong with it 
physically. 


We have cited four lawyers in Chi- 
cago engaged in that business; they 
will have considerable trouble before 
they get through. In the marketing of 
black market babies, some people have 
made a profit of it. They have institu- 
tions where they take babies in, ad- 
vertise in newspapers, and have couples 
come over and visit, show them differ- 
ent babies like you would show a horse 
or a cow, let them pick them out, tell 
you this baby is $2,500; this one is 
$3,500 and so on. 


If any of you know anyone who 
wants to adopt a baby, we have a re- 
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fugee committee, of which I am chair- 
man, that provides for the coming in 
of 209,000 refugees from West Ger- 
many, from the satellite countries of 
Russia. At the present time there are 
4-million refugees in West Germany. 
If anybody in West Virginia wants a 
boy or a girl, all they have to do is 
notify the refugee committee of the 
United States Senate. The law provides 
for the bringing in of 5,000 orphans; 
less than 800 have been brought in, in 
a year and a half. 


POLYGAMY 


Going back to juvenile delinquency, 
I will take up the matter of polygamy. 
Your President particularly asked me 
to discuss that today, because some time 
ago, I went to New Mexico and Arizona 
to investigate the juvenile delinquency 
among the Indians. If you want to see 
misery and want and starvation, you 
don’t have to go to foreign countries in 
which we spend millions of dollars. 
We have them among the Indians of 
the United States. 


Back when the Indian Bureau was 
organized by Congress, the first Direc- 
tor took it on himself to get as many 
people under his jurisdiction as poss- 
ible. We then had 232,000 Indians. 
For some unknown reason, he decided 
to get everybody with any Indian blood 
at all under the rules, and he got grad- 
uates of Harvard, Yale, anybody with 
any Indian blood at all, on the enrolled 
lists, with the result that finally now 
we have 400,000 on the lists. 


Now, I would say that the number of 
those who need help are 150,000, or 
perhaps more. You will find 800 chil- 
dren in Arizona that never saw a 
schoolhouse. Over in New Mexico you 
will find hundreds of children, even up 
to 16 years of age, who can’t speak a 
word of English. You will find when 
you go to the schoolhouses the children 
haven’t got a baseball, a football, any 
sports equipment at all. 


I was on the Indian Committee, 
Thomas of Oklahoma was the chair- 
man, and I asked him one day if he 
could show me one treaty the white 
men kept with the Indians. He said: 
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“You can’t find a single one.” North 
and South Dakota were assigned to 
the Indians for their own territory, but 
when gold was discovered in the Black 
Hills, the Indians were driven out by 


William Randolph Hearst. 


So when I was investigating the In- 
dians in Arizona and New Mexico, one 
of the columnists came to me and said: 
“I wish you would come to Short 
Creek, investigate the matter of polyg- 
amy, we would appreciate it very 
much.” I went over to try to make an 
investigation. The States had tried to 
make one and got nowhere. Finally 
They went to court, and took away 
162 children of parents living in polyg- 
amy, and turned them over to the wel- 
fare board of the State of Arizona. 
They were in their custody a trifle over 
a year, then the judge had to run for 
reelection, he lost, a new judge came 
in, and the result was he issued an or- 
der turning all these children back to 
their parents at Short Creek. 


Naturally this interested me. I got 
out 89 subpoenas to start my investi- 
gation. You see, the State authorities 
are up against this — these so-called 
colonies are generally on the edge of a 
State line, and when the sheriff comes 
to serve them with a subpoena, they 
go over into Utah; or if they live in 
Utah, they go over into Arizona. 


In the Federal court we had no such 
problem; our subpoenas were not both- 
ered by State lines. I brought these 
people in. I found a situation there that 
I never dreamed could exist. I found 
men getting up testifying: “Sure, I have 
got five wives, my grandfather and 
grandmother went to the penitentiary, 
my father and mother went to the peni- 
tentiary, I haven’t the least objection 
to going there.” They say: “It’s a part 
of our religion, we intend to obey our 
religion, even though it conflicts with 
State law.” 


Well, it is a matter, of course, that 
may be primarily the duty of the State; 
but when you go down there as a pub- 
lic official and investigate it, you are 
appalled, and I use that word advised- 


ly. 
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MARIJUANA AND OTHER DRUGS 


Then I want to take up, if I may, this 
matter of drugs, of marijuana. This 
situation is so indescribable you would 
not believe it. The testimony given be- 
fore our committee showed it is among 
the school children — not only in the 
high schools, but in the 6th, 7th, and 
8th grades, and even in the lower 
grades. Our committee decided to name 
a special subcommittee, and on that 
subcommittee were Senator Kilgore as 
chairman and Price Daniel of Texas. 
The Senate allowed them $50,000 for 
that purpose. 


If I might digress a moment, we or- 
ganized the Juvenile Delinquency Com- 
mittee four years ago, when I was 
chairman of the Judiciary Committee. 
The subcommittees that we have creat- 
ed ever since are off-shoots of that or- 
iginal Juvenile Delinquency Committee. 
While still in the full committee, we 
went into the matter of drugs. 


We had the testimony of J. Edgar 
Hoover and other enforcement offic- 
ials; I can only say today we are tak- 
ing excellent care of that situation 
through the special subcommittee head- 
ed by Senator Price Daniel, of Texas. 


(Editor’s Note: This address was de- 
livered shortly before the Senate en- 
acted legislation, against the sale of 
marijuana and similar drugs, sponsor- 
ed by Senator Daniel, who is now a 
candidate for Governor of Texas.) 


PORNOGRAPHIC LITERATURE 


From that I want to go into the mat- 
ter of pornographic literature and pic- 
tures. I wish every one of you in this 
room could have been with us down at 
Palm Springs when the sheriff of San 
Diego, California brought over great 
gripfuls of literature and pictures seized 
from teenagers that had gone across 
the line into Mexico, to Tijuana and 
south of Nogales, Arizona. 


Those pictures are so undescribably 
filthy and horrible that you wouldn’t 
believe that any man or woman could 
possibly deal in them; yet our investi- 
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gation shows it is a billion dollar a 
year business in the United States. 


One outfit in Baltimore, we got hold 
of their books, do a $150-million busi- 
ness in that field in one year. There 
are several places in Los Angeles that 
do a million dollar a year business in 
that kind of literature and pictures. 


Our committee in New York saw the 
spectacle of four leaders in that line 
of filth claiming the fifth amendment, 
and the first amendment and the fourth 
amendment — every one they could 
think of, in order to keep from testify- 
ing. Of course, we reported them to the 
Senate, and they were cited for con- 
tempt. We wanted to find out how one 
man sent out 400,000 letters to teen- 
agers, saying that for fifty cents, $1.00, 
$1.50, $2.00, $2.50 they could get some 
lewd, lascivious pictures. 


That is one of the great problems, 
how they send their advertising litera- 
ture. We find these people get lists of 
the graduating classes from the 8th and 
9th grades, from junior high schools. 
We have fathers and mothers complain 
to us; we had the father and mother of 
that boy who was killed down in Flori- 
da by other teenagers — you remem- 
ber, you saw it in the newspapers — 
because of some of the literature these 
teenagers had received. 


You will find that they not only have 
the literature from Mexico, where they 
sneak it across the border, but from 
other countries, they bring it in, in 
airplanes; they bring it in from France 
and other foreign countries. They have 
regular dealers. It is set up like you 
would set up a financial institution, 
with a head office and branch offices. 


J. Edgar Hoover thinks the only way 
to wipe it out is by education. The 
American Legion and other worthy or- 
ganizations are working hand in glove 
with us. 


JUVENILE COURTS 


| want to say that juvenile courts is 
one of the most important matters be- 
fore our Country. It is one of the most 
important courts you can have in the 
State of West Virginia. Judge Ben 
Lindsey in Denver started us off right 
on that. 


One of the more important witnesses 
we had before our committee was Dis- 
trict Attorney Keating, of Denver. Due 
to him we passed a bill in the Senate, 


which provides that a father must sup- 
port his dependents. Forty-nine fathers 
in Denver deserted their wives and 
children, went over into California, or 
the State of Washington, or over into 
Oregon, and then it was impossible to 
bring those men back. We have a Fed- 
eral law, already passed in the Senate, 
to bring those men who desert their 
family back and punish them. It is 
known as the “Run-away Fathers’ 
Law.” I don’t think we will have any 
difficulty in getting it passed in the 
lower House. It has the backing of J. 
Edgar Hoover. 


Some of the men marry again, with- 
out getting a divorce. Mr. Keating com- 
piled a record to show how he tried to 
extradite the fellows, and failed. 


We believe if we can enforce the 
Dyer Act, or if we can get convictions 
when a fellow sells a second-hand truck 
and it has a mortgage on it, you can 
enforce all the other laws which involve 
State lines. Most certainly the man that 
is a father and has a dependent wife, 
the Government should be able to take 
that man by the neck and say: “You 
have got to take care of those chil- 
dren.” 

I do want to give you a statement 
by J. Edgar Hoover. He gives a num- 
ber of cases. I know them almost by 
heart. During the year 1954 the FBI 
reported the arrest of 269,831 persons 
under the age of twenty-one. These 
young people represent 72.6 per cent 
of all persons arrested for auto theft, 
and 62.9 per cent of all persons arrest- 
ed for burglary. During 1954, 319 
young people under the age of twenty- 
one were arrested for murder and man- 
slaughter; 2,767 were arrested for ag- 
gravated assault, and 40,163 for lar- 
ceny. 

Mr. Hoover says, further, that only 
one-third of all cases involving those 
under twenty-one reach the courts, so 
you have got the record of nearly one 
million of them being arrested each 
year. 

One more thing, I would like to give 
you the quotation of Charles Evans 
Hughes: “The Supreme Court of the 
United States and the courts of appeal 
will take care of themselves. Look af- 
ter the courts of the poor, who stand 
most in need of justice. The security 
of the Republic will be found in the 
treatment of the poor and ignorant; in 
indifference to their misery and help- 
lessness lies disaster.” 
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I do want to say that applies to the 
juvenile courts. If you had made the 
investigations we have made, you would 
be battling for it, too.

T IS GRIMLY IRONIC that conscien- 

tious voters who don’t like either of 
the major party candidates are going 
to be primarily responsible for the 
election of one of them as the next 
President of the United States.

And Stevenson, if he gets to the 
White House, will be obliged to make 
many more contributions to the Red 
cause, as a result of owing his job to 


Walter Reuther. 


“There is no doubt,” wrote Victor 
Riesel in his syndicated column of Sep- 
tember 9th, “that Walter Reuther will 
have his choice of several Cabinet posts 
if Adlai Stevenson turns in a surprise 
win election night.” 


Walter Reuther doesn’t want to run 
a Government department, he wants to 
run the Government, and he will run 
the Government, if Stevenson wins. To 
prevent such a catastrophe the good 
people who Don’t Like Ike will have to 
swallow hard and vote for Eisenhower 
and Nixon. 


On the other hand, if the Republi- 
cans win, even though the “liberals” 
are now powerful in the GOP, the con- 
stitutional conservatives may have an 
opportunity to regain power in the 
Party and exert real influence in Con- 
gress sooner than might be expected. 


For it is only too true, as one writer 
declares that “Once Ike is re-elected, 
his strength — because he cannot run 
for a third term — will begin to wane.”

visable to briefly review a few high- 
lights in the careers of Reuther’s can- 
didate, his inner circle advisers, and 
the mastermind who dictated his nom- 
ination, as well as to explore some of 
the groups which have endorsed his 
candidacy. 


ADLAI STEVENSON 


For a reason best known to himself, 
Adlai Stevenson’s biography in Who’s 
Who (which he wrote), fails to men- 
tion a chain of incidents during his 
early career that could explain in part 
at least his present softness on Commu- 
nism, namely employment in Washing- 
ton in the first days of the New Deal; 
his association with Henry Wallace, 
and Alger Hiss and other members of 
the original Communist cell in the Gov- 
ernment at Washington; his close 
friendship with leaders of the Socialist 
ADA; his veto of the Broyles anti-Com- 
munist bill while Governor of Illinois; 
his statement in defense of Alger Hiss 
at the first Hiss trial; and his clash 
with the Office of Naval Intelligence 
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when, as an Assistant to the Secretary 
of the Navy, he restored dismissed 
Communists to sensitive posts on ships 
during the war. 


A missing item is the fact that Adlai 
attended Harvard Law School, where 
Felix Frankfurter’s baneful influence 
has for years caused it to be a pocket 
uf Red infection. Prior to the foregoing 
events in Adlai’s career, he was a news- 
paper correspondent in Moscow. Des- 
pite all the hulabaloo by the Commu- 
nists and their ilk decrying “guilt by 
association,” a man is still known by 
the company he keeps. 


It is of interest to recall the charac- 
ters who were responsible for “draft- 
ing” Stevenson in 1952. Among them 
were: 


Max Lowenthal, a political agent of 
the Communist-aiding Anti-Defamation 
League, who authored a smear book 
attacking J. Edgar Hoover and the FBI, 
a long-time associate and employer of 
the late Carol Weiss King, chief attor- 
ney for the Communist Party. 


Jack Kroll, director of the Commu- 
nist inspired and controlled CIO-Polit- 
ical Action Committee, long-time lead- 
er of the Amalgamated Clothing Work- 
ers, branded by a New York legislative 
investigating committee as “an indus- 
trial arm of the Socialist Party of 
America, working for the objects of 
that party.” 

Emanuel Celler, a member of Con- 
gress, who has 34 citations in the files 
of the Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities for affiliations with Communist 
front movements. This year, Celler 
again helped to win the nomination for 
Stevenson. 

Francis Biddle, wrote poetry for a 
Communist magazine, The Liberator, 
which was partly owned by his wife. 
While Attorney General in 1940, Biddle 
cleared Alger Hiss of any Communist 
taint, after Hiss had been exposed by 
the Dies Committee. 


David Dubinsky, born in Russia, 
who was imprisoned for revolutionary 
activity before he came to this Country. 
He carried a red card in the American 
Socialist Party until 1936, when he 
switched to the Communist front Amer- 
ican Labor Party. 


After Stevenson won the nomination 
in 1952, his intimate campaign staff 
included, among others: 


David K. Niles, a one-time IWW 
agitator, who was active in leadin 
Communist fronts before he ‘elaed 
President Roosevelt’s staff at the insti- 
gation of Felix Frankfurter. At the 
White House he acted as an agent of 
the Communist-aiding Anti-Defamation 
League. 

Wilson W. Wyatt, the first head of 





the Socialist ADA, was Stevenson’s 
campaign manager. In the current cam- 
paign, Wyatt is serving as Adlai’s per- 
sonal adviser. 


Arthur Schlesinger, Jr., a columnist 
for the left wing New York Post, and 
a vice president of the Socialist ADA, 
was Adlai’s chief speech writer. 


James Loeb, for years Executive Sec- 
retary of the Socialist ADA, served as 
Adlai’s principal political adviser. 


Leo Lerner, treasurer of the Socialist 
ADA and head of its Illinois afhliate, 
of which Stevenson was a “charter 
member” and an “original founder,” 
was a member of Adlai’s strategy 


board. 


The Socialist ADA (Americans for 
Democratic Action) which is allied 
with the British (Socialist) Labor Par- 
ty, has endorsed the Stevenson-Kefauv- 
er ticket this year. 


Clayton R. Fritchey, one of the 
schemers who paid a phoney named 
Paul Hughes over ten thousand dollars 
after he had claimed he could steal 
secret papers from Senator McCarthy’s 
files, Din embarrassing to the 
Senator. The anti-McCarthy clique got 
nothing for their money. Fritchey 
is now serving as Adlai’s press secre- 
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Michael Straight, editor of the So. 
cialist weekly New Republic (once ed- 
ited by Henry Wallace, the Commu- 
nists’ 1952 candidate for President), 
who got his early training at the knee 
of Felix Frankfurter, and whose mother 
financed the Fabian Socialists in Eng- 
land. Straight wrote Adlai’s principal 
campaign document, “Stevenson 
Speaks,” and is now helping to write 
his speeches. 


Anna Rosenberg, former Assistant 
Secretary of Defense, who once wrote 
for the Communist weekly, New Mass- 
es. Her pro-Communist record was the 
subject of a Senate investigation, dur- 
ing which she lied under oath. Today, 
Mrs. Rosenberg is Adlai’s big brain 
on public relations, and manager of 
his campaign in New York State. 


Last, but not least, it should be men- 
tioned that the Communists’ official or- 
gan, the Daily Worker, is plugging 
hard for the election of Stevenson and 
Kefauver. 
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VICTORY for Eisenhower and 
Nixon on election day would insure 
the election of a Republican Congress 
and return Senator McCarthy to the 
Chairmanship of the Senate investigat- 
ing committee, thereby making it pos- 
sible for “McCarthy and the Republi- 
cans” to wage a real fight against 
world Communism ... and against do- 
mestic Communism, too. In casting 
their ballots for Eisenhower and Nixon, 
sincere patriots of all shades of poli- 
tical thought will be doing much more 
than just helping the fight against Com- 
munism.

ATTENDED the Democrat Conven- 
tion at Chicago and watched with 
amazement, the smooth operations of 
a machine that chose two of the most 
treacherous individuals in American 
public life, to head the national ticket. 


These men represent hidden interests 
that want to change the pattern of our 
Government into a Socialistic system. 
Their records show complete cooper- 
ation with Communism and One 
Worldism for years back, but since 
these two isms have lost their luster, 
other slogans will have to be invented. 


But the evil leftist motives of the two 
candidates remain the same.

Nixon’s opening speech at Whittier, 
California, on September 18th was far 
from reassuring. If the milk toast atti- 
tude of this talk reflects the strategy of 
his Party, he might just as well forget 
the November election and go fishing. 
Dewey lost to Truman the same way. 


Stevenson had just damned himself 
by finally “answering” charges regard- 
ing his past association with Alger Hiss 
and the fact that he testified as a char- 
acter witness for the spy. This was his 
answer (confession): 


“The Republicans are back on the 
same low road they traveled during the 
1952 campaign. As I have repeatedly 
said, I have never doubted the verdict 
of the jury which convicted him 
(Hiss).” 

Nixon dashed into print 24 hours 
later, congratulating Stevenson for hav- 
ing made “a forthright and direct state- 
ment” and saying that he hoped the 


Hiss case “will not become an issue ix 
the campaign this year.” 


Imagine that! 


Nixon’s colorless statement was 
buried in the back pages of all the 
newspapers. Had the Vice President 
come out fighting, calling attention to 
the fact that Stevenson and Hiss work 
ed elbow to elbow during the years 
that the latter was doing his heaviest 
spy work for Russia, he would have 
commanded the respect of the public 
and made the front page of every news 
paper in the Country. 


The plain truth is that documenta 
tion exists, proving Stevenson’s record 
back during those years to be thorough 
ly red — even from the time when, as 
a very young man out of Frankfurter’s 
Harvard Law School, he established 
temporary residence in Moscow as a 
newspaper man. 


But even more devitalizing and dis 
appointing was Nixon’s reply to Elea- 
nor Roosevelt made at the same time 
(September 18th). She blasted him on 
the day of Stevenson’s “answer” for 
allegedly calling Helen Gahagan Doug- 
las a Communist when Nixon rap 
against, and defeated her, in his 1950 
campaign for the Senate. 


One newspaper reporter said he could 
hardly believe his ears when, the next 
day, the Vice President denied the 
charge and praised Mrs. Roosevelt in 
glowing terms for “the vast amount of 
good will she has created in the other 
countries I have visited.” 


What kind of monkey business was 
that! 

The truth of the matter is, when a 
member of Congress, Mrs. Douglas 
(a Hollywood Jewess) followed the 
Communist line without deviation, 
along with Marcantonio and other reds 
who had wiggled their way into the 
House of Representatives. 

Mrs. Roosevelt stated on a coast-to- 
coast television program: “I happen to 
remember very clearly Mr. Nixon’s 
campaign for the Senatorship. I had 
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no respect for the way in which he ac- 
cused Helen Gahagan Douglas of being 
a Communist because he knew that was 
how he would be elected, and I have 
no respect for the kind of character 
that takes advantage and does some- 
thing they know is not true.” 


A search of newspaper files shows 
thet Nixon did not actually call the 
woman a Communist. He did say dur- 
ing the campaign that if Mrs. Douglas 
had her way, Alger Hiss would still be 
influencing United States foreign poli- 
cy. He based his statement on the fact 
that she had come openly to the spy’s 
defense. 

Mrs. Roosevelt also defended Hiss 
during the Congressional investigation 
directed by Nixon as a member of the 
House Committee on un-American Ac- 
tivities. And she continued to defend 
him throughout the trial that resulted 
in his imprisonment. 

During that period, Nixon became 
one of the most feared men in the 
world, by promoters of the internation- 
al Communist conspiracy. He was ad- 
vanced in public life because people 
came to regard him as a great and 
courageous patriot. 


Now, under pressure, he backs down 
and shows reluctance to press the ad- 
vantage which he possesses, and I think 
[ know the source of that pressure. It 
is Jewish. 

There are Jewish individuals and 
groups working frantically behind the 
scenes in both parties, agreed on one 
thing, namely that domestic Commu- 
nism shall not become an issue in the 
present campaign.

I am more in- 
clined to anyone besides Kefauver. | 
don’t like to discuss it. He might be 
nominated, and I might have to sup- 
port him.” 

Kefauver had this to say about Stev- 
enson: “What was not good enough to 
win in 1952 will not be good enough 
to win in 1956. I challenge Adlai Stev- 
enson to explain, if he can, the race 
baiting Dixiecrat tone of his Florida 
campaign.” 

There can be no question but what 
delegates to the Chicago convention 
scraped the dregs of the political bar- 
rel when they chose Kefauver for sec- 
ond place on the ticket. His name will 
prove an affront to millions of discern- 
ing and patriotic Americans when they 
step inside the voting booths. 


What a pity that the Southern wing 
of the Democrat Party could not have 
been in control instead of the leftist 
wrecking crew which took over! | 
watched the machine work. It was more 
like Bevan’s group of the British Labor 
Party, than a truly Democratic Con- 
vention. 


The Jewish power was clearly in evi- 
dence and the outcome proved a vic- 
tory for Talmudism.

Federal statutes make it a felony 
for a member of either House of Con- 
gress to fail to report immediately a 
bribe bid to the United States Attorney. 
Mr. Coonskin has refused to name the 
alleged corruptionists. I believe he lied 
and that no such offer was ever made. 
He and his ghost writer obviously in- 
vented the story for publicity purposes. 
Someone in our Government ought to 
demand that he name the parties in- 
volved as the law requires. 


Let him explain why he did not in- 
vestigate his close friend and yachting 
companion, Herbert Brody, who is 
known as “king of lottery in Knox- 
ville.” The fact that Brody’s wife is 
listed as a large contributor to Mr. 
Coonskin’s Senate campaigns may ex- 
plain. 

Let him tell the voters why he did 
not investigate and close up the big 
time gambling place, Ritz Lookout 
Mountain Hotel of Chattanooga, oper- 
ated by his friend and supporter, S. J. 
Littlegreen. 


In the State of Tennessee, the under- 
world has taken 100-million dollars in 
untaxed liquor right under the State 
Treasury’s nose.

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A REVIEW OF 
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ROFESSOR CHEN, a chemist of 

note, is a firm believer in Soybeans. 
He began his research into their indus- 
trial, food and commercial value in the 
year 1933.

Professor Chen divides his treatise 
into four parts: (1) Nutritive Value 





of the Soybean, (2) Soy Products, 
(3) Soybean Culture and Preservation 
and (4) Recipes. A large number of 
photographs, drawings, _ illustrations 
and scientific tables illuminate the 250 
pages. There are Three Appendices and 
a complete Index. 


Part I discusses minerals, vitamins, 
carbohydrates, proteins and_ other 
priceless possessions of nature, poten- 
tial in the soybean. The section “Soy- 
beans and Disease” will be regarded 
by students of natural health science 
as a valuable contribution. 


Part II explains some of the amazing 
table uses that have been found for 
soybeans. These include Margarine, 
Soy Flour, Soy Milk, Soy Cheese, Soy 
Sauce — to mention only a few. In 
addition to their health value, such 
dishes are highly appetizing. 

Part III tells how and where to grow 
sopbeans and gives production figures 
showing it to be an ever-expanding 
crop. “The bean will succeed on nearly 
all types of soil, although the ideal soil 
is that of mellow, fertile loams or sandy 
loams. The soybean is highly drought- 
resistant and is not ordinarily attacked 
by bean beetles or other garden in- 
sects.” 


Part IV is devoted to Recipes setting 
forth the uses that housewives may 
make of soybean products now avail- 
able at health stores, most grocery mar- 
kets and by mail order. Some of the 
menus and illustrations are truly 
mouth - watering. Soybean loaf, cro- 
quettes, souffle, omelette, mush, burg- 
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ers, scallop, stuffed peppers, stuffed 
tomatoes, salad, sandwich fillings, pie, 
macaroons, custard, pudding — are a 
few of the dozens of delicious dishes 
discussed. 

George M. Strayer, Vice Presidem 
of the American Soybean Association 
commends Professor Chen’s book in 
highest terms and in his Foreword 
seeks to encourage the growth of soy- 
beans among farmers. He says: 


“The soybean crop has established 
itself indelibly in the food economy of 
the United States because more pounds 
of highly nutritious edible protein and 
more pounds of highly desirable edible 
oil, can be produced on the same acre 
of land than through the production 
of any other commercial crop. At the 
same time labor expenditures per acre 
and per unit of food are at a bare mini- 
mum.”

ROFESSOR CHEN, a native of 


China, is a naturalized American 
citizen. Upon coming to the United 
States he graduated from the Christian 
Emmanuel Missionary College and 
after that Michigan State University. 
He is presently Professor of Chemistry 
at Atlantic Union College. He has au- 
thored a number of scientific treatises 
for reputable journals and has earned 
for himself the reputation of being 
one of the Country’s leading chemists. 
Before accepting his present position 
at Atlantic Union College, he served 
as research chemist for Graton & 
Knight Company, Bay State Abrasive 
Products Company, and the Borden 
Company ... as well as Professor of 
Chemistry at Madison College. His 
speciality is soybeans. 
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Dr. Spira says: “Ever since I left England, some three and a half years 
ago and came to continue my work on the action of fluorine in this Country, 
[ have tried through many official channels to obtain facilities to prove on 
a large scale, as I succeeded in proving on a few cases in London, that 
certain diseases of hitherto obscure origin and considered incurable can 
be cured by treatment directed against chronic fluorine poisoning. I am not. 
however, one to give up the fight in an endeavour to demonstrate that my 
findings obtained in the course of my work, both clinical and experimental, 
are sure to benefit suffering humanity.” 





A GREAT DEAL has in the course of 

the past few years been written on 
the proposed addition of fluorine in a 
concentration of 1 part per million 
parts of water (1 p.p.m.) to our public 
water supplies. The tampering with the 
chemical composition of the drinking 
water is strongly opposed on several 
rounds, but as a medical man who 
as devoted 34 years of work investi- 
gating the harmful effect of the poison 
contaminating practically every article 
of our normal food, I am in the first 
place concerned with the purely medi- 
cal aspect of the matter. 


I look upon a deliberate further ad- 
dition of fluorine to the drinking water 
for the alleged purpose of partially 
and temporarily reducing the incidence 
of dental decay in children as a sin 
against God and a crime against man 
since, even without the addition of 
fluorine to the drinking water, the sum 
total of the poison ingested with every- 
day food over a long period of time is 


sufficient to cause signs and symptoms 
of chronic fluorine poisoning. 


To obtain an insight into the work- 
ings of this the most. potent poison 
known to toxicology, it is well to re- 
member that, as I wrote in some detail 
in my book “The Drama of Fluorine: 
Arch-enemy of Mankind” (Editor’s 
Note: Defender Publishers, $2.00) its 
action is closely similar to that of ar- 
senic, with which, in fact, it is frequent- 
ly found together in nature. It is, there- 
fore, justifiable to expect that, based 
on the knowledge of the disease pic- 
ture of chronic arsenical poisoning, it 
will not be unduly long before the med- 
ical profession. once alerted to the ur- 
gency of the problem, will in the in- 
terest of suffering humanity do all in 
its power once and for all to eradicate 
the very real harm done. 


ENTIRE BODY SUFFERS 


Fluorine finds its way into the body 
principally through ingestion. It is ab- 


sorbed into the general blood circula 
tion and carried into every corner of 
the body. No organ, indeed no single 
cell, can thus escape damage whilst 
nourished by blood that contains toxic 
amounts of fluorine. 


The action of fluorine consists in ite 
depriving the body of calcium, mater- 
ial as indispensable to the maintenance 
of life and health as oxygen. If ingest. 
ed in concentrations as low as | p.p.m.. 
or higher. during the first eight vears 
of life, that is to say, during the period 
of calcification of the permanent teeth. 
it produces mottling of the teeth: 
chalky-white specks, patches, and hori 
zontal lines develop mainly on the up 
per front teeth which may also turn 
brown in colour. 


It is a generally accepted fact that 
“mottled teeth” represent the first ex- 
ternal visible sign of chronic fluorine 
poisoning. Owing to the loss of cal- 
cium in the sockets of the jaws. the 
teeth become loose. There is bleeding 
and swelling of the gums, and, in pro- 
nounced cases, they become as red and 
inflamed as they are in pyorrhoea. 


The nails, too, are studded with iden 
tical chalky-white markings indicating 
loss of calcium and giving rise to the 
designation of “mottled nails.” They 
become brittle and break easily on a 
slight accidental knock on a hard ob 
ject, for example, the edge of a table. 


The hair falls out prematurely. The 
skin is affected by recurrent attacks of 
weals and boils, by “athlete’s foot,” 
and by various forms of eczema on 
different parts of the body, which are 
resistant to every method of external 
application but yield promptly to treat. 
ment directed against chronic fluorine 
poisoning. 

Since all these signs and symptoms 
are only external manifestations of a 
systemic disease, the first to be noticed 
by the examining eye because they af.- 
fect the surface of the body, it is not 
difficult to realize that other, much 
graver, damage is bound to occur in 
due course in the internal organs of the 
body. Obviously, it is much more dif- 
ficult to ascertain the seat of trouble 
inside the body in some of these as yet 
obscure cases than it is to examine its 
surface, particularly because it takes a 
long time. often twenty-five to thirty 
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years of continuous ingestion of the 
poison, for the internal trouble fully 
to develop. 


The digestive organs are those most 
frequently affected. There is loss of 
appetite, along with distension of the 
bowels and severe constipation lasting 
two to three days in mild cases and 
even as many as seven days at a stretch 
in advanced cases of chronic fluorine 
poisoning. The tongue is heavily fur- 
red, and in the mouth small sores and 
cracks develop which are very painful 
and make speaking and eating difficult. 


BOTH PHYSICAL AND 
MENTAL DANGERS 


Fluorine is a cumulative poison. Only 
part of it is eliminated from the body, 
whilst another considerable part is de- 
posited in its organs and tissues, main- 
ly in the bones and teeth. The elimin- 
ation takes place partly through the 
bowels, but to a much larger extent 
through the kidneys, though not be- 
fore it has done grave harm in the 
course of its journeying through the 
entire body. 


In many cases, the kidneys fall a 
prey to Bright’s disease (chronic in- 
flamation of the kidneys) with all its 
grievous consequences, and my recent 
investigation of stones removed by op- 
eration from kidneys and bladders of 
ten patients taken at random who were 
living in New York City, whose drink- 
ing water is practically fluorine-free, 
revealed the presence of variably large 
amounts of fluorine up to 1790 p.p.m. 


It is obvious that these large quan- 
tities of the poison were derived from 
food ingested with normal everyday 
diet, practically every article of which 
is heavily contaminated by fluorine 
contained in preservatives, sprays, in- 
secticides, rodenticides, fungicides, and 
chemical fertilizers. In the manufacture 
of aluminum, too, which is widely 
used in the kitchen, the fluorine miner- 
al cryolite is an indispensable raw ma- 
terial. In the process of cooking, acids 
and alkalis contained in, or added to, 
the food corrodes the metal so as to 
contaminate the food. 


Fluorine is a nerve poison. It pro- 





duces attacks of neuritis in the arms 
and legs, and cramps in the calves oc- 
curring mainly at night during sleep 
are frequently complained of. There 
are “pins and neédles” in the hands 
and feet which go dead and numb. 


Patients suffering from chronic fluor- 
ine poisoning are subject to fits of de- 
pression and melancholia, and often 
complain of loss of memory. They have 
a gloomy outlook on life without ade- 
quate reason, and expect a disaster of 
one kind or another to occur at any 
moment. 


IMPORTANT TESTS 


In my book referred to above I de- 
scribed the result of my investigation 
which I had carried out a few years 
ago at a mental hospital on the out- 
skirts of London, England, on two in- 
mates who for several years were suf- 
fering from mental illness complicated 
by brown discoloration of the skin. 
Since brown patches of skin are 
amongst the signs of chronic fluorine 
poisoning (as they are also a sign of 
chronic arsenical poisoning), I assum- 
ed that the mental illness of these the 
poorest victims of disease might like- 
wise be attributable to the long-contin- 
ued ingestion of fluorine. 


Treatment directed against chronic 
fluorine poisoning carried out over a 
period of not more than three months 
resulted in complete restoration of 
mental health and simultaneous disap- 
pearance of the abnormal pigmentation 
in one of the two patients, and in con- 
siderable improvement in the other. 
Treatment consisted of as complete 
avoidance of food contaminated by 
fluorine as was practicable in the cir- 
cumstances and of elimination of the 
poison accumulated in the body. No 
operation on the brain of any kind, or 
shock or other drastic treatments were 
required. 


Large sums of money are spent every 
year not on curing the steadily increas- 
ing number of mental patients in this 
Country, but on maintaining their po- 
tentially long life. My endeavour to ob- 
tain facilities for carrying out large- 
scale treatment directed against chronic 


fluorine poisoning on a representative 
number of patients at specially assign- 
ed hospitals for mental and other 
chronic diseases of a hitherto ob- 
scure origin under the fullest supervi- 
sion of their medical staff, came so far 
to nothing. Was it because such treat- 
ment would be contrary to the trend 
at present generally prevailing in deal- 
ing with chronic illness, and force open 
a new field for further research? 


I have pointed out on numerous oc- 
casions, both in medical journals and 
in articles written for the general pub- 
lic, that fluorine not only exerts a 
harmful effect on enzymes, which are 
indispensable for the proper utiliza- 
tion of food and for the maintenance 
of organic functions of the body, but 
that it also gravely affects the vitally 
important role played by the endocrine 
glands. Without proper functioning of 
the enzymes and the endocrine glands 
health does not exist. 


LET FLUORIDATORS 
TRY TO ANSWER 


These being the true facts of a situa- 
tion which can easily be verified by 
anybody familiar with medical re- 
search, the question is being asked why 
those in favour of fluoridation continue 
to ignore them as if they did not exist. 


Only their own statements are quot- 
ed, according to which no damage 
could be detected in children who were 
given fluoridated water to drink in a 
concentration of 1 p.p.m., although it 
has been admitted by those among 
them who were in a position to know 
better, that these children did exhibit 
chalky-white specks on their finger- 
nails as an early external visible sign 
of chronic fluorine poisoning more of- 
ten than did children who were drink- 
ing a water free from fluorine. 


Since the medical fluoridators were 
unable to find other signs and symp- 
toms of chronic fluorine poisoning. 
such as infantile eczema, brown patch- 
es of skin on various parts of the body. 
distension of the bowels, and consti- 
pation in children living in a fluoridat- 
ed area, it may be permissible to in- 
quire how the presence of fluorine in a 
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concentration of 30 p.p.m. is to be in- 
terpreted in stones recently removed 
by operation from the kidney of a 
child four years old living in a fluorine- 
free area. And what is the explanation 
of the presence of large amounts of 
fluorine up to 1790 p.p.m. found in 
stones removed from kidneys and blad- 
ders of elderly patients living in an 
area in which the drinking water was 
free from fluorine? 


An enlightened nation expects a clear 
reply to these plain questions; it will 
reject any statement which used to be 
made in the past to the effect that, hav- 
ing had no medical training, people 
would not understand. Whatever the 
explanation, the opponents of fluorida- 
tion will have it. They are entitled to 
know. Frankly, there is no valid reason 


why it should be withheld. 
Maybe the medical authorities fa- 





vouring fluoridation have not yet had 
time to get familiar with this the latest 
development in my investigation of the 
effect of ingested fluorine on the forma- 
tion of stones in the kidney. No doubt, 
they will now, without undue loss of 
time, get hold of a few stones removed 
by operation and have them analyzed 
by reliable analytical chemists in the 
same way as I had. There is, I am sure, 
no need to point out that this would 
be a unique opportunity for the fluor- 
idators to “call the bluff” and effective- 
ly to disarm the opposition to fluori- 
dation once and for all, if they can. 


Until then, the vast number of those 
opposing fluoridation all over the Coun- 
try will relentlessly continue their gal- 
lant fight against unscrupulous vested 
interests in defense of future genera- 
tions. The physical and mental health 
of the nation is at stake. 








THE PITTSBURGH TRIAL 














N THIS BROADCAST I want to 

bring you up-to-date regarding the 
forthcoming Pittsburgh trial in which 
the Hoxsey Cancer Clinics and the 
Food & Drug Administration will come 
to grips. Dr. Hoxsey and his colleagues 
are expected to win a victory for suf- 
fering humanity. 


Since we made our first announce- 
ment over the air and through The De- 
fender Magazine regarding this histor- 
ically important legal battle, we have 
received into the thousands of letters 
requesting additional information 


And now, I shall try to make the an- 
nouncement for which you have been 
waiting. The trial of Dr. Hoxsey and 
the Hoxsey Cancer Clinics, versus the 
Food & Drug Administration will start 
in United States District Court at Pitts- 
burgh, Pennsylvania on Monday morn- 
ing, October 8th in the court of Judge 
John L. Miller. 


The case concerns primarily the Hox- 
sey Clinic of Portage, Pennsylvania. 
This institution was _ established last 
year under the management of State 
Senator John J. Haluska, whose sister 
was snatched from the jaws of death 
by the Hoxsey treatment after being 
given up as hopeless by some of the 
best medical doctors of Pennsylvania. 


No sooner had the new Clinic open- 
ed its doors than the Food & Drug Ad- 
ministration and other groups tried to 
destroy it. Medications, used for treat- 
ing cancer, were seized on the premis- 
es. Dr. Hoxsey, Senator Haluska and 
others associated with the Portage in- 





stitution, have been firm in their de- 
mands that these materials be return- 
ed. 

The seizure was accompanied by 
days and weeks of smearing of the Hox- 
sey treatment through the press and 
radio of Pennsylvania. Some of the 
trash was circulated nationwide. A dis- 
torted version of the Hoxsey program 
for the relief of pain and suffering was 
given to the public. Dr. Hoxsey, Sena- 
tor Haluska and others have refused 
to let the matter rest there. They have 
demanded that the medicines be re- 
turned. The Food & Drug Administra- 
tion has refused. Hence the forthcom- 
ing case. 


An important record, destined to in- 
fluence the entire course of future med- 
icine in this part of the world, will be 
built up. Expert testimony by doctors 
who advocate cutting and burning in 
the treatment of cancer, will be heard. 
Expert testimony in support of chemo- 
therapy as used by the Hoxsey Cancer 
Clinics will also be heard. 


Both sides are squaring away for a 
life and death struggle. Dr. Hoxsey 
will bring cured patients, with their 
biopsy reports, from many parts of the 
Country. We will try to keep our mil- 
lions of friends informed regarding 
developments both over the air and 
through The Defender Magazine as the 
case progresses. It is expected to last 
two months.

ed on at this hospital and given X-ray 
treatments. The doctors also gave him 
nitrogen mustard gas and something 
they called CB. My son is dying. The 
doctors gave him up. He received no 
treatment from Hoxsey as yet.”

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Puerto Rico Still Digging Out 





THE ABOVE drawing reproduced 
from Puerto Rico’s newspaper, El 
Mundo, shows the path of August’s de- 
vastating hurricane which struck the 
Island with violence surpassing practi- 
cally all similar storms of the past. 


Final estimates place the property 
damage at more than 50-million dol- 
lars. There was considerable loss of 
life, but not equal to that resulting from 
certain other hurricanes, since records 
began to be kept in the year 1535. A 
total of 75 such storms have hit Puerto 
Rico during this period. 


There are more than 200 Defender 
Churches scattered over the Island and 
it was inevitable that some would be 
trapped in the path of August’s hurri- 
cane. The record shows that it struck 
the southern edge first, the town of 
Maunabo. The wind and rain veered 
north and west, and out to sea again, 
departing with the northern town of 
Arecibo at its center. 


One of the most valued Defender 
Churches of Puerto Rico, a small frame 


building, was located high in the moun- 
tains out from Maunabo. Standing in 
the pulpit, one can see through open 
windows, mountain slopes and a sprawl- 
ing valley, the beauty of which baffles 
powers of description. 


The word “valued” in the above par- 
agraph is used advisedly. The Church 
and congregation has always been a 
darling of the Defenders organization. 
To reach this native worship center, 
one has to travel through narrow trails 
of sugar cane and finally climb, by 
foot, a steep grade to reach the ledge 
on which the little frame structure was 
built. 


There is invested in this rural dis- 
trict, a wealth of religious sentiment, 
because here Superintendent J. F. Rod- 
riguez (director of the Spanish mis- 
sionary division of the organization) 
was born, converted, became a_ boy 
preacher and grew to manhood. 


In her book, “Rodriguez of Puerto 
Rico,” Mrs. Geraldine Winrod Korell, 


describes this mountain area as the 


scene of his conversion and other ex- 
periences which took place during his 
early life: 


(The following is taken from “Rod- 
riguez of Puerto Rico.”) 


JUAN was afraid of the night. He 

feared the unseen world and early 
in life began to entertain the supersti- 
tions of his forebears. He would not 
walk alone in the evening. The snap- 
ping of a twig on a mountain trail or 
the sudden falling of a stone, would 
have a paralyzing effect. 








Bad dreams tortured him in his sleep. 
He would dream of last things—death, 
the end of the world, judgment, hell 
and perdition. Such things seemed to 
be present realities. The inward turmoil 
of those boyhood years, reflected the 
breathings of a sensitive spirit, reach- 
ing up and out for the realities of the 
invisible. 


It was under these circumstances 
that he heard the Gospel message of 
personal salvation for the first time. 
Not until then did he begin to experi- 
ence relief. 


Down in Maunabo town there was a 
little missionary Methodist church un- 
der the leadership of Rev. George Rich- 
ardson. Only one man in the surround- 
ing mountain area had ever seen the 
pastor or knew anything about the sys- 
tem of worship, and that was a neigh- 
bor by the name of Benito Lebron. 


Benito invited Mr. Richardson to 
hold a service in his hut and invitations 
were extended by word of mouth to the 
various families. Juan learned of the 
service and decided to attend. The mis- 
sionary spoke from John 3:3, “Jesus 
answered and said unto him, Verily, 
verily, I say unto thee, Except a man 
be born again, he cannot see the king- 
dom of God.” 


Mr. Richardson possessed an agree- 
able voice for both preaching and sing- 
ing. He was the only person who sang. 
No one else knew the songs. Two num- 
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bers were used, the last of which be- 
came permanently engraved upon 
Juan’s memory, La Tierna Voz del Sal- 


vador (The Great Physician). 


A new power was released in the 
boy’s soul that happy night. The kero- 
sene lamps, the little house, the small 
group of people, the shining face of 
the preacher, his good voice, the mes- 
sage from God’s Word, the call to re- 
pentance, the song announcing Christ 
as the Great Physician, the family at- 
mosphere ... a bright light burst in 
his consciousness. 


He seemed to enter a new world 
where there were no fears, no bad 
dreams and no reason to be afraid. 
His entire outlook upon life was chang- 
ed. Truly, “old things” had “passed 
away.” Members of the family were 
surprised to see him come home in the 


darkness of night. 


Juan’s conversion was accompanied 
with a desire to win others. He thought 
the only thing needed was to tell neigh- 
bors the story of Jesus and everybody 
would accept. It was his opinion that, 
since there was so much charm in the 
Saviour’s name, all persons hearing the 
Gospel would be quick to respond. 
With this in mind, he started calling on 
the inhabitants of the community. He 
went from house to house giving his 
testimony. 

Neighbors took him seriously at first. 
Some attended Mr. Richardson’s Fri- 
day night meetings. There were a few 
bright conversions. 


Then an ugly rumor got started. It 
was reported that reading the Bible 
made people insane. Those who pro- 
fessed conversion were actually crazy 
and should be avoided. An odium came 
to rest upon the weekly services at 
Benito Lebron’s home. It was regarded 
unsafe to attend. 


Since Juan insisted on reading the 
Bible, engaging in protracted seasons 
of prayer and the singing of hymns, 
it was clearly evident that he had gone 
loco (crazy). Former friends would 
have nothing to do with him. Instead 
of listening, people would flee from 
his presence. 


Neighbors approached his parents 
with all kinds of stories. This caused 
alarm in the household. A scheme was 
engineered to “save” the boy from his 
folly. 

As a means for curing Juan of re- 
ligious phobia, neighbors _ prevailed 
upon his father to open the home to a 
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dance. Neither of his parents danced 
but they consented to the arrangement. 
They permitted friends to arrange the 
frolic in their home. It was on a Sat- 
urday night. 


Approaching the premises by way of 
a mountain trail, Juan heard music 
and understood what was transpiring. 
There was a large rock some distance 
away. He took a seat on its level sur- 
face and remained in this position all 
night, with scarcely a move. The long 
hours were consumed in prayer. The 
dancing continued until daylight. 


His prayers were earnest petitions, 
deep from the heart. He cannot recall 
sleeping a wink. Above everything else, 
he wanted to see his parents saved. The 
prayer was answered and every mem- 
ber of the family won to Christ. 


Both his father and mother died as 
Christians. A brother and sister are to- 
day devoted workers in the little De- 
fender Church, which stands on a ledge 
up in the mountains from the town of 





Maunabo, a short distance from the 
rock where he prayed. Some of the 
musicians at the dance, now play 
regularly for Gospel services held in 


the Church.

The Maunabo mountain Church was 
among those completely erased by the 
hurricane and must somehow be 
rebuilt. From this little congregation 
there have gone out several native mis- 
sionaries to labor for Christ in the 
Spanish harvest field. One is now Pas- 
tor of a Spanish Defender Church in 
New York City; another is pastoring a 
Spanish Defender Church in Chicago; 
and another is teaching in the Defend- 
ers Theological Seminary of Rio Pied- 
ras, Puerto Rico. 


Puerto Rico is still digging out of 
the storm. Several Defender Churches 
remain to be rebuilt and rehabilitated

PRESERVING A RELIGIOUS 
HERITAGE 


Deuteronomy Chapter 6. 











EMORY TEXT: “And these words, 
which I command thee this day, 
shall be in thine heart: And thou shalt 
teach them diligently unto thy chil- 
dren.” Deuteronomy 6:6-7. 
The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 


es follows: 


A. Divine blessing predicated upon obedience. 
Deuteronomy 6:1-3. 

B. Leve for God to be cultivated by the people. 
Deuteronomy 6:5. 

C. A nation to be strong in character must be 
constantly reminded of its moral responsi- 
bility to God. Deuteronomy 6 :6-9. 

OD. Spiritual revival needed in order to preserve 
the nation’s great religious heritage. Deu- 
teronomy 6:13-17. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “COMMANDMENTS.” 


The lesson for today needs to be con- 
sidered against the historical back- 
ground from which the text emerges. 
Deuteronomy contains a record of the 
concluding years, perhaps months, of 
the life and work of Moses. The events 
took place on the plains of Moab, east 
of the Jordan river, concluding with 
the departure of Moses from this life 
on Mount Nebo. 


It was a period of great soberness, 
both for the lawgiver and his nation. 
He and the people knew his death to be 
at hand. There were mighty forces 
working in the realm of the unseen, 
beyond human vision. Jude, verse 9, 
alludes to an altercation between Mi- 
chael and Satan over the body of 
Moses. 

Acts of providential care were re- 
viewed. The Law previously received at 
Sinai was restated. Hence the word 
Deuteronomy, which means the “second 
law.” Moses was trying to sharpen the 
collective conscience of the people, to 
cut through and destroy the national 
sins which he knew would later beset 
them. They had a great religious heri- 
tage to be preserved. 


This is the time and place for Sun- 
day School students to remind them- 
selves that the term “Israel” implies to 
be “called out.” Moses and his people 
were separated from other nations, be- 
cause of a deposit of revealed truth 
transmitted to them regarding God and 





His dealings at human levels. Their 
position was important because they 
typified the true Israel, the Church 
(born-again believers) who would later 
be called out of the world and into 


Christ. 


In modern speech, we would say that 
the nation had been given a “Constitu- 
tion,” consisting of Commandments, 
the cornerstone of the government es- 
tablished under Moses. 


(2) THE KEY VERSES ARE DEU- 
TERONOMY 6:8-9. 


“And thou shalt bind them for a 
sign upon thine hand, and they shall 
be as frontlets, between thine eyes. And 
thou shalt write them upon the posts of 
thy house, and on thy gates.” 


Moses, in his wise statesmanship, 
knew that national durability depended 
upon national character. This could 
be realized only if the people constantly 
reminded themselves of their moral 
responsibility to God. 


The orders contained in our key 
verses were issued to keep a sense of 
religion in their minds. Men, women 
and children were not only to retain 
divine commands in their hearts, and 
confess them by word of mouth, but to 
pattern conduct (by hands, deeds) ac- 
cordingly. 

Reminders were to be carried with 
them wherever they went, and to meet 
the eye upon entering their homes. A 
further provision was made for the 
earnest inculcation of the ideals into 
the minds of the young. 

In compliance with these instruc- 
tions, portions of the I_aw were written 
out on leather thongs and worn as 
badges. These articles consisted of 
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strips of parchment, bearing certain 
verses of Old Testament Scripture. 
Christians today, comprising the 
true Israel, are not required to wear 
physical insignia on their persons for 
the reason that the principles enunci- 
ated are engraved on tablets of the 
heart through an inner work of Grace. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: AMERICA 
HAS A RELIGIOUS HERITAGE TO 
BE PRESERVED. 


There are significant points of simi- 
larity between the government estab- 
lished by the founding fathers of the 
American Republic and that created by 
Moses. 

First: Both the new government of 
the United States and the government 
of Moses were born of religious im- 
pulses. The early settlers were seeking 
a place to worship God according to 
the dictates of conscience. Moses de- 
rived his inspiration from a spiritual 
experience at the burning bush. 

Second: Both systems were born of 
oppression. Those who traveled uncer- 
tain seas in frail vessels, fled from 
England to Spain to Holland and final- 
ly to America. Moses fled from bond- 
age. 

Third: Both systems established sab- 
baths as memorials to commemorate 
their deliverance. 

Fourth: Both governments were di- 
vided into 13 divisions. There were 13 
tribes in the government of Moses. 
There were 13 colonies on the Atlantic 
seaboard. 

Fifth: Both governments submitted 
their Constitutions to the people for 
ratification. The American Constitution 
was ratified by popular vote among 
the colonies. The Mosaic Constitution 
was ratified on the banks of the river 
Jordan. 

Sixth: Both systems provided that 
the humblest citizen could appeal to 
the highest court of the Nation. 

Seventh: Both systems provided for 
the naturalization of foreigners. 

Eighth: Both systems prohibited per- 
sons of foreign birth from becoming 
the head of the government. 

Ninth: Both systems relied upon di- 
vine revelation, God’s Word, for guid- 
ance. 

Tenth: Both the new American sys- 
tem and the ancient Mosaic system 
built their judicial structures on the 
same code, the Ten Commandments re- 
ceived at Mount Sinai. 

The Church of the twentieth century 
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is in the same position that Moses oc- 
cupies in today’s Sunday School lesson. 
It is the custodian of the national con- 
science. Moses plead for a revival. Our 
Country needs a revivai. 


New moral and spiritual energies 
must be released to resivain wickedness 
and rebuild national character. A re- 
vival of supernatural religion to involve 
the national cons:ience and call us 
back to God, and the Word of God, is 
the supreme need of the hour. Moses 
sensed a similar need among his peo- 
ple to preserve their great heritage.

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “MY.” 


Henry Ward Beecher said: “The 
Twenty-third Psalm is the nightingale 
of Psalms. It is small, of a homely 
feather, singing shyly out of obscurity; 
but, oh, it has filled the air of the whole 
world with melodious joy. Blessed be 
oa day on which that Psalm was 
orn!” 


This symphony of words from the 
pen of David, has charmed more griefs 
to rest than the philosophy of all the 
sages of the ages. It has driven away 
more felon thoughts, paralyzing doubts, 
withering sorrows, than there are stars 
in the sky. It has comforted the be- 
reaved, succored the suffering, sung 
courage into the hearts of the dis- 
couraged, inspired the poor, poured 
balm into sin-sick souls, hurled open 
prison bars for those bound by adverse 
circumstances, and like Peter’s angel, 
escorted them on their homeward way. 


Martin Luther said: “The heart of 
religion is in its personal pronouns.” 
This is certainly true of the word “my” 


in the Shepherd Psalm. “The Lord is 
my shepherd.” It is an overwhelming 
thought that the Lord God Almighty 
should have such a personal interest 
in me. “He shall gather the lambs in 
his arm, and carry them in his bosom” 
(Isaiah 40:11) and that means me! 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS PSALM 
23:6. 


“Surely goodness and mercy shall 
follow me all the days of my life: and 
I will dwell in the house of the Lord 


for ever.” 


Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman told of a 
colporteur working in Switzerland, who 
saw a shepherd boy tending sheep 
among the Alps. Bible in hand, the 
Christian worker tried to teach the lad 
the Twenty-third Psalm, but failed. 
The little fellow could learn just the 
first line, and then only as he gave his 
five fingers the names of the words of 
the first sentence — The ... Lord ... 
Is ... My ... Shepherd. These words 
were repeated again and again, until 
he finally accepted Christ as his Sav- 
iour. 


Four years later the colporteur re- 
turned to that community and sought 
for the lad. He was told by the mother 
that he was dead, but in his last mo- 
ments had whispered softly, “The Lord 
is my shepherd,” at the same time run- 
ning the fingers of his right hand over 
those of the left. When the undertaker 
came to lay out the little body, he found 
the right hand gripping firmly the pos- 
sessive finger of the left hand — My 
Shepherd. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THE PSALM 
PRESENTS SIX GREAT TRUTHS 
FOR THE CHRISTIAN. 


(a) “The Lord is my shepherd.” “I 
am the good shepherd: the good shep- 
herd giveth his life for the sheep. I am 
the good shepherd, and know my sheep, 
and am known of mine. As the Father 
knoweth me, even so know I the 
Father: and I lay down my life for the 
sheep. Therefore doth my Father love 
me, because I lay down my life, that I 
might take it again.” John 10:11, 14, 
15, 17. 


(b) “He maketh me to lie down in 
green pastures.” The shepherd must 
lead his flock to drinking places where 
pastures are green. It is said that a 
hungry sheep will never lie down, nor 
will a flock relax in quietude beside a 
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turbulent stream. “Whosoever drinketh 
of the water that I shall give him shall 
never thirst.” John 4:14. Christ satis- 
fies the soul and quenches its thirst. 


(c) “He restoreth my soul.” Spiritual 
refreshing is often needed in the life 
of the believer. There are perilous 
places in Bible lands and it seems sheep 
never learn to avoid them. The shep- 
herd must be ever on watch. There are 
also private fields and sometimes gar- 
dens and vineyards. If sheep stray into 
them and get caught, they may be held 
for ransom. So the term, “He restoreth 
my soul,” means that the shepherd 
brings the erring one back and rescues 
him from fatal and forbidden places. 
God has made provision for His wan- 
dering children. 

(d) “Yea, though I walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death, I will 
fear no evil.” Even so, in the dark val- 
leys through which the Christian may 
be called to go, he need fear no evil. 
The presence of the Great Shepherd 
disperses the gloom of death valley and 
assures the progress of the soul toward 
its goal of perfection. Hebrews 13:21. 


(e) “Thou preparest a table before 
me in the presence of mine enemies.” 
God’s provision is not a banquet in a 
gilded palace, but a table in difficult 
surroundings. The Heavenly Father 
provides a table of peace, contentment 
and nourishment for His children, no 
matter the dissension and opposition. 
Sheep often feed in desert places, sur- 
rounded by wolves, serpents, and other 
animals ready to devour them. But the 
shepherd’s skill provides for their safe- 
ty. 


(f) “I will dwell in the house of the 
Lord for ever.” Dr. F. B. Meyer, who 
said this Psalm was “A Night Light for 
a Dying Chamber,” also explained that 
Goodness and Mercy are the shepherd 
dogs. While the shepherd goes before 
his sheep, his dogs follow after. These 
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two faithful dogs have followed us even 
from the cradle to the present time, and 
surely our Shepherd will not allow 
death to separate us from His love and 
fellowship.

CHRIST’S ATONEMENT 
PROPHESIED 
Isaiah Chapter 53. 
Matthew 1:18-21. 











EMORY TEXT: “But he was 
wounded for our transgressions, 
he was bruised for our iniquities: the 
chastisement of our peace was upon 
him; and with his stripes we are 
healed.” Isaiah 53:5. 
The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 


A. A marvelous report. Isaiah 53:1. 
B. A prophecy that the Saviour would be mis- 


understood and not appreciated. Isaiah 
§3 32-3. 

C. The Saviour’s Atonement prophecied. Isaiah 
53 24-5. 

D. The Saviour’s Resurrection prophecied. 
Isaiah 53 :8-9. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “REPORT.” 


The revelation here recorded is so 
astounding, so unbelievably glorious, 
that the writer wonders, as he starts 
describing the future life of the divine 
Saviour on earth, if anyone can possi- 
bly “believe our report.” Nothing like 
this prophecy had occurred before (or 
since). The fact that every detail of 
Christ’s earth life was prophesied in 
advance clinches every claim made for 
His deity. 

Dr. Adam Smith says: “The fifty- 
third chapter of Isaiah was fulfilled in 
one Person, Jesus of Nazareth, and 
achieved in all its details by Him 
alone.” The great Christian scholar, 
Franz Delitzsch, says: “The whole pass- 
age looks as if it might have been 
written beneath the Cross on Golgotha.” 


This prophesied One appeared in a 
time of barren religious declension. 
Although announced six centuries in 
advance, nothing was prepared for 
Him, not even a place to be born. “He 
shall grow up before him as a tender 
plant, and as a root out of dry ground 

. and when they shall see him, there 


is no beauty that we should desire 
him.” 

He was such a strange sight that men 
failed to see His beauty and comeli- 
ness. He was “kicked about” among 
men like a root lying on barren earth. 
Yet He had a beauty never before seen; 
there was no beauty lacking in Him. 
He was despised and rejected of men. 
Men needed Him, desperately, yet they 
would have none of Him. They cruci- 


fied Him. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ISAIAH 
53:7. 


“He was oppressed, and he was af- 
flicted, yet he opened not his mouth: he 
is brought as a lamb to the slaughter. 
and as a sheep before her shearers is 
dumb, so he openeth not his mouth.” 


The death of Jesus Christ was not 
an after thought with God. It was not 
something improvised to meet an 
emergency. God was not taken off 
guard when the sin problem developed. 
He was ready. He knows the end from 
the beginning. 


The vicarious atonement of Christ 
was a great plan conceived in the mind 
of the Infinite before the foundation 
of the world. The solution for the sin 
problem was blueprinted in eternity. 
The tragic event at Golgotha was the 
crystalization, the materialization of 
the conception that had taken form in 
the mind of God before the worlds 
were framed. 

Hence our Lord is described in Scrip- 
ture as “The Lamb slain from the 
foundation of the world.” Time is only 
a relative term. Time is only a nick in 
the great expanse of eternity. Eternity 
existed before time. Eternity will exist 
when time is dissolved. In _ eternity 
there is no past, present or future. All 
is now. This made possible the advance 
“report” of the prophet. 

The vicarious atonement of Christ 
was therefore known in present tense 
at the foundation of the world. 


We read in Scripture that the eye of 
God is so holy that He cannot look 
upon sin. On the Cross, Jesus Christ 
became our substitute, our vicarious 
Sufferer, the Suffering Servant. He 
was judged in our stead. He knew no 
sin but He became sin. He was smitten 
with the leprosy of sin for you. The 
sins of the world were piled mountain 
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high on His shoulders, figuratively 
speaking. The eye of God is so holy 
that He cannot look upon sin. He there- 
fore withdrew, and Jesus went through 
the ordeal alone, all alone. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THIS CHAP- 
TER HAS INSPIRED SOME OF THE 
WORLD’S BEST RELIGIOUS WRIT- 
INGS. 


This chapter has produced some of 
the finest gems of thought ever to flow 
from the pens of the greatest theolo- 
gians. 

“After the prophet has, in chapter 
51:1—52:12, described the transition 
of the Church of God from humiliation 
and sorrow to glorification, it is quite 
natural that he should now turn from 
the members to the Head, through 
whose mediation this transition was to 
be accomplished.

Micah lived during the period of the 
much greater prophet Isaiah. His small 
but vigorously written book was com- 
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posed between 726 and 701 B.C. De- 
spite its age, the message is currently 
important as a pattern for God’s re- 


quirements, on _ social relationships 


within nations. 


“What doth the Lord require of thee, 
but to do justly, and to love mercy, 
and to walk humbly with thy God?” 


What a blueprint for building a 
righteous social structure ... for iron- 
ing out difficulties and solving prob- 
lems between different groups, such as 
capital and labor, employer and em- 
ployee, rich and poor! 


Micah lived in close touch with the 
common people of Judah. He saw 
wrongs that needed to be corrected. 
Leaders of the nation by their be- 
havior were inviting trouble and judg- 
ment. 

Dr. George L. Robinson says: “The 
custodians of the law abused their 
powers; nobles fleeced the poor; judges 
accepted bribes, prophets flattered the 
rich, and priests taught for hire. Lust 
of wealth ruled on all sides. The mon- 
eyed tyrants laughed at possible judg- 
ment. Commercialism and materialism 
were supplanting almost the last ves- 
tige of everything ethical and _ spirit- 
ual. At such a crisis Micah appeared 
and attempted to call the nation back 
to God and to duty.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MICAH 4:3. 


“And he shall judge among many 
people, and rebuke strong nations afar 
off; and they shall beat their swords 
into plowshares, and their spears into 
pruninghooks: nation shall not lift up 
a sword against nation, neither shall 
they learn war any more.” 


The telescope of prophecy which 
Micah used, was lifted so that he saw 
beyond his nation and its pressing 
problems, into the distant future, when 
after the return of Christ social dis- 
cord and war would be known no more. 


One writer says: “I would have no 
explanation for what I see coming to 
pass among the nations without a 
knowledge of Bible prophecy. I would 
be without chart or compass on a 
troubled sea. Fortunately, the prophe- 
cies of God’s Word are written with a 
legible hand. They offer a key to the 
present complicated world situation.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: A GOLDEN 
AGE WILL DAWN. 


William Jennings Bryan was a Bible- 
believing Christian. Back in 1913 serv- 
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ing as Secretary of State in Woodrow 
Wilson’s cabinet, he saw a world con- 
flict approaching and he set out to 
avert it. He organized a peace confer- 
ence. Thirty nations participated. It 
was a dramatic occasion when the rep- 
resentatives of those nations assembled 
at Washington to place their signatures 
on a document designed to outlaw war. 


The provisions of the treaty were 
simple. It provided that if discord de- 
veloped between any of the nations, in- 
stead of taking up arms they would 
first sit down quietly and wait one 
year — giving themselves time to cool 


off. 


In order to dramatize before the 
public, the Christian ideal that 
prompted him to arrange the peace 
conference Mr. Bryan brought in sev- 
eral swords and had them melted down. 
He had the metal cast into the form of 
plowshares as souvenirs for the signers. 


As each man signed the covenant, 
representing his particular nation, Mr. 
Bryan handed him a souvenir paper 
weight made from melted swords in 
the form of small plowshares. On the 
beam of the plowshares were engraved 
the words, “Nothing is final between 
friends.” On the plowshares were en- 
graved the words of Micah 4:3, “They 
shall beat their swords into plowshares. 
and their spears into pruninghooks.” 


Mr. Bryan was sincere. He really 
wanted to outlaw war. But the ink was 
hardly dry on the treaty when World 
War One broke out. He tried to apply 
Micah 4:3, a prophecy written for a 
future age to the year 1913 and it 
would not fit. There will come a day 
when the nations will know war no 
more — but not until after the Prince 
of Peace returns to set up His kingdom. 
on the earth. 
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in the battle. The British Admiral 
learns how the land attack during the 
day failed and that General Ross was 
killed. In desperation the fleet moves 
nearer and redoubles its fire, but the 
little Fort bravely answers gun for 
gun — 


And the rockets’ red glare, the bombs 
bursting in air, 


Give proof through the night that our 
Flag is still there! 


In the small hours of the morning 
the bombardment ceases. In silence and 
darkness, the prisoner agonizes with 
anxiety, wondering if our Flag is still 
there. It is a long and dreadful night 
for Francis Scott Key, watching, wait- 
ing, wondering! At last the break of 
day is come. Eager eyes, peering 
through the morning mist are strained 


Oh, say, can you see, by the dawn’s 
early light, 

What so proudly we hailed at the twi- 
light’s last gleaming. 

Whose broad stripes and bright stars, 
thro’ the perilous fight, 

O’er the ramparts we watched were so 
gallantly streaming? 


Still in torturing suspense, trying to 
determine the dim outline of the Fort 
and flagpole through the mist, he asks 


What is that which the breeze o’er the 
towering steep 

As it fitfully blows, half conceals, half 
discloses? 


Is it the American Banner or the en- 





emy’s flag? The sky is clearing a little 
and the object, half concealed, half dis- 
closed, “catches the gleam of the morn- 
ing’s first beam.” Hallelujah, what joy, 
what relief! — 


’Tis the Star Spangled Banner; oh, 
long may it wave, 

O’er the land of the free and the home 
of the brave! 


Victory is ours. Right has triumphed 
over wrong. And in patriotic exulta- 
tion these soul-stirring words rang from 
the soul of Francis Scott Key — 


And the Star Spangled Banner in tri- 
umph doth wave 

O’er the land of the free and the home 
of the brave. 


Then, as an expression of faith in 
the righteousness of God and hope that 
the conduct of our people would justi- 
fy the victory, came these words of 
prayer and thanksgiving — 


Oh, thus be it ever when free men shall 
stand 

Between their loved homes and wild 
war’s desolation; 

Blest with vict’ry and peace, may the 
heav’n rescued land 

Praise the Power that hath made and 
preserved us a nation! 

Then conquer we must when our cause 
it is just, 

And this be our motto, “In God is our 
trust.” 


Inspired to heights never before had 
he reached, Francis Scott Key, writing 
on the back of an envelope, poured out 
of his soul the inspiring words of “The 
Star Spangled Banner,” which were 
later set to music, and thus the song 
went forth to sing itself into the hearts 
of the generation then living, and gen- 
erations to come.
